COAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT--ASEAN economic ministers have agreed to pursue 
further ASEAN's cooperation in coal. At the end of their fourth meeting 

on energy cooperation today, they commissioned a study on ASEAN coal develop- 
ment. The study will cover the supply and demand of coal, the logistics of 
distribution, the establishment of an ASEAN coal information center, acquisi- 
tion of the appropriate coal technology and production costing and pricing. 

The meeting also adopted recommendations made by heads of ASEAN power utilities 
authorities and cooperation in developing hydro, geothermal and nuclear power, 
compute application, electrification as well as an electric power information 
center. The five ministers also agreed to monitor development in new and 
renewable energy resources and make them available to member countries. In 
addition, they suggested that there should be an officer in the ASEAN 
secretariat to deal exclusively with energy matters and endorsed the inclusion 
of a supplementary scheme into the emergency petrol sharing scheme of the ASEAN 
council on petroleum. The ministers also strongly reaffirmed their position 

on the formation of an ASEAN committee on energy cooperation. It will make 
recommendations to the task force on the review of ASEAN cooperation as well as 
to the fifth meeting of ASEAN economic ministers. [Text] [BK191509 Singapore

SUBROTO ON WORLD OIL PRICES, DOMESTIC SUBSIDIES

[Text] Jakarta, 10 Jan (ANTARA/OANA)--Mines and Energy Minister Subroto said 
Monday Indonesia had to brace itself for erratic world oil price fluctuations 
until 1985 because many uncertainties would continue to influence the oil 
price developments until then. 


In the medium and long terms, however, world demand for oil was expected to 
remain constant with demand estimated to be slightly more than the available 
supply after 1985, he told newsmen. 


The level of world oil prices was directly affecting Indonesia because the 
country's income was generated mostly by crude oil exports, he said. 


The question of whether the government was to discontinue subsidizing domestic 
fuel oil prices altogether depended on various factors “especially external 
influences," Subroto said. 


The minister was replying to a question whether the 1983-84 draft state budget 
announced by President Suharto on 6 January marked the last time that funds for 
domestic fuel oil price subsidies would be appropriated. 


Suharto had indicated that in fiscal 1983-84 the government would spend about 
1.04 billion U.S. dollars on fuel price subsidies. The amount was 25 per cent 


less than under the previous year's budget. 


The reasons given for the cut were higher fuel production costs and a decline 
in earnings from oil exports. 


"It is these external factors that was [as received] should watch carefully," 
Subroto said “although we know that in the medium and long terms world demand 


for oil will be constant." 


Based on current estimates oil will still account for 34 to 40 per cent of the 
world's total energy demand by 1990, Subroto said. 

















"After 1985 world demand for oil is estimated to be slightly in excess of 
supply as a reuslt of a recovery in the world economic conditions,” he said. 


"But we must observe caution towards the oil price flucuations between 1982 
and 1985 because many things in this period will continue to be uncertain,” 


he said. 


Subroto made the statement after emerging from a meeting with President Suharto 
to whom he had reported tk. execution of a government decision to effect a ll 
to 70 per cent increase in the domestic prices of fuel oils. 


The president had instructed him at the meeting to check the situation in the 
countryside following the oil price hike announcement and pay special attention 
to the smoothness of fuel oil distribution. 


The president had also instructed the speedy completion of construction of a 


number of fuel oil depots and sub-depots in various parts of the country 
including eastern Indonesia, Aceh and Bengkulu Provinces.

ESTIMATE OF BALANCE OF PAYMENTS DEFICIT NOTED 


Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 30 Nov 82 p 10 
{[Article: "This Year's Deficit Estimated at $5.1 Billion"] 


[Text] Jakarta, 29 November--The Indonesian balance of payments in the 
second half of fiscal year 1982-83 is expected to be in deficit again to 
the extent of $3,531,000,000, compared to the deficit in the first half of 
the fiscal year of $1,591,000,000. This makes the total deficit for the 
fiscal year, which ends on 31 March 1983, more than $5.1 billion. 


The report on the first 6 months of the 1982-83 budget performance, sent by 
the government to Parliament, pointed out that the economic sluggishness 
experienced by the industrial countries is the primary cause of the 
Indonesian payments deficit. 


The protective policies of a number of industrial countries and the decline 
of export commodity prices in the international market caused demand for 
commodities exported by developing countries, including Indonesia, to decline. 


Meanwhile, the value of Indonesian imports increased, at least partly because 
of an increase in the price of goods imported from industrial countries which 


are still experiencing a rather high rate of inflation. 


In this connection, in the petroleum export sector, there is an excess of 
supply in the world market, forcing the countries which are members of OPEC 
to follow policies like freezing the standard price of oil and establishing 


petroleum production quotas. 


Due to this situation receipts of foreign exchange from net petroleum 
exports and nonpetroleum exports are not enough to pay for imports of 
required goods and services. In the second half of fiscal year 1982-83 
it is estimated that the deficit in the balance of payments on current 
account will amount to $3,531,000,000. 


Receipts of foreign exchange from net petroleum exports and nonpetroleum 
exports during the second half of fiscal year 1982-83 are expected to total 
$5,686,000,000, while the level of imports and expenditures for services 
during the same period are expected to reach $9,217,000,000. 


























Last week it was announced that the target for receipts from petroleum for 
fiscal year 1982-83, which ends on 31 March, is $14 billion. However, it is 
possible that this target will not be reached because exports of petroleum 
are declining as a consequence of the flood of petroleum in the international 
market and the production limits which have been adopted by OPEC. Further, 
the government recently reduced the price of crude oil by $0.45 to $1.25 

per barrel. 


On the other hand, net receipts of capital in the second half of fiscal year 
1982-83 are expected to be less than the deficit in transactions on current 
accounts in the same period, with the result that the balance of payments 
deficit on current and capital accounts will be $501 million. 


The receipt of capital on government accounts in the same period is estimated 
at $2,596,000,000, while expenditures in foreign exchange to pay ircerest due 
overseas is $418 million. Other receipts of capital are estimated at $852 
million. On an overall basis the net receipts of capital during the second 
haif of fiscal year 1982-83 are estimated at $3,030,000,000. 


Minister of Finance Ali Wardchana, in testimony before the Parliamentary 
Budget Committee on Saturday [27 November], stated that there are three 
elements which have very much influenced the success or failure of the export 
policy announced in January, 1982. These three elements consist of the 
climate, the exporters, and overseas demand. The role of the government in 
this connection is only to play a supporting role in the establishment of 


the climate. 


Several policies were included in a package and issued to stimulate the 
export of nonpetroleum commodities. A number of facilities and the lifting 
of burdens on nonpetroleum exports were provided, among other things by 
introducing a system of payments called collection drafts (CD) in addition 
co a letter of credit system involving payment in cash. 


Meanwhile, overseas economic conditions were still confused. Indeed, a number 
of companies which had previously been included among the "giants" had gone 
oankrupt and closed down, with the result that they could not purchase fuel 
supplies from the developing countries, including Indonesia. 


As a result the government could not guarantee the success of the Export 
Package Policy (PPN) which was announced in January, 1982. However, without 
such a policy the performance of nonpetroleum exports would have deteriorated 


even further, said Ali Wardhana. 


He said that the performance of nonpetroleum exports during the first 
quarter of fiscal year 1982-83 showed that exports amounted to $887 million. 
Compared with exports during the first quarter of fiscal year 1981-82, which 
amounted to $1,105,000,000, this indicated a decline of $218 million or 


19.7 percent. 


It is estimated that nonpetroleum exports during the second quarter of the 
fiscal year totaled $964 million, aad in the third quarter, which is still 

















going on, exports will total about $1.25 billion. The final quarter of the 
year may see exports of $1 billion, with the result that, on an overall 
basis, nonpetroleum exports for the entire fiscal year 1982-83 will total 
about $2.9 billion, Ali Wardhana said. [As published; figures as published 
show estimated nonpetroleum exports at $4.101 billion, not $2.9 billion]

TEN PROJECTS PLANNED FOR OIL, GAS SECTOR 


Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 16 Nov 82 p 2 
[Article: "Contract Signed for Development of the Musi Oil Refinery Project"] 


[Text] The contract for the development of the Musi Oil Refinery Project be- 
tween PERTAMINA [State Oil and Gas Corporation] and its contractors was 
signed on Friday [12 November] in Jakarta by Drs Joedo Sumbono (PERTAMINA ex- 
ecutive director), Y. Suzuki (chairman of the Japan Gasoline Consortium Corp- 
oration), S. Tozaki (president of C. Itoh and Company), Ueda (President of 
Nissho Iwai Corporation), and S. Higashi (president of the Far East Oil Trad- 
ing Company). Dr Sumarlin, minister of state for control of the state appar- 
atus, witnessed the signing of the document. 


The Musi refinery is to produce naptha which is to be used as a basic material 
by the aromatic center project in Plaju. It is also to produce propylene 
since the polypropylene plant in Plaju is short of this basic material and is 
operating under capacity. Also more efficient processing methods are to be 


introduced in order to cut operating losses. 


Pertamina began to consider the possibility of developing a blueprint for the 
Musi refinery in early 1982. A number of contractors were invited to partici- 
pate in making a detailed evaluation. Japan Gasoline Consortium (JGC) Corp- 
oration of Japan was a member of the syndicate including the Far East Trading 
Company, C. Itoh, and Nissho Iwai. They also were prepared to seek funds at 

a low rate of interest to carry out the project. The Indonesian member of the 
joint venture is PT Pertafenikki. Construction costs for the Musi refinery 
are about $1 billion including taxes which must be paid by the contractors. 
The construction will be accomplished in two stages. The first is the front 
engineering stage (FEE) and the second is the engineering, procurement and 
construction (EPC) stage. The first stage is estimated to last 6 months. 
Thereafter completion of subsequent phases is to be negotiated. 


The Musi refinery project will have a crude oil refining capacity of 145,000 
barrels per day and additionally will be equipped with various other refining 


facilities. 


Facilities to receive crude oil from Arun, Minas, and Lirik are to be built 
at Tanjung Buyut. A pipeline of about 100 kilometers will also be construc- 
ted from Tanjung Buyut to the Musi refinery. Construction of the refinery is 
estimated to be completed by 1985, earlier than that of the aromatic center 


project in Plaju. 























Subroto, minister of mining and energy, in his response during a hearing of 
parliament's Commission VI on 9 November, said the Musi refinery is 1 of 10 
primary projects in the oil and gas sector which are being or which will be 


built in 1983-84. 


Projects under construction to meet domestic fuel oil (BBM) requirements in- 
clude the expansion of the Cilacap refinery (to be completed by the end of 
1983), expansion of the Balikpapan refinery (to be completed by the end of 
1983), the Dumai hydrocracker project which is to process residues (LSWR) (to 
be completed by the end of 1983). The expansion of the domestic refineries 

is aimed at making Indonesia self-sufficient in BBM some of which at this time 
is still being refined in Singapore or Bataan (the Philippines) and is still 


being imported. 


For the gas sector, expansion is underway of the liquified natural gas (LNG) 
refinery in Arun, the Badak LNG refinery, the methanol project on Bunyu Island 
for processing gas into methanol, the olefin center in Ranceung Lhok Seumawe 
in Aceh, which processes ethane from natural gas into plastics. 


Other projects are the aromatic center in Plaju which will process basic 
materials required by the textile industry and unadulterated oil and carbon 
black in West Java [as published] to meet the basic material requirements of 


industries.

ANTITERRORIST, ANTIHIJACKING UNIT ACTIVATED 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 30 Nov 82 pp l, 12 


[Article: "Indonesia Is Third Country in the World to Have Antiterrorist 
Troops" ] 


[Excerpts] Cirebon, 29 November--Indonesia is the third country in the world 
to have sea-based antiterrorist and antihijacking troops, with the establish- 
ment of the navy "Jala Mengkara" [Cancer Net] detachment. The detachment was 
officially activated by Admiral Walujo Sugito, the navy chief of staff, on 
Monday [29 November]. 


In his speech on the occasion, which took place at the Arimbi petroleum 
annex in Cirebon, Admiral Walujo stated that many oil installations, "oil 
rigs," and tankers in Indonesia have experienced problems, threats, or 
warnings. In this connection 35 percent of Indonesia's petroluem production 
is from the offshore area. 


According to the chief of staff, in Indonesia at present there are 300 
offshore drilling installations, many of which rather frequently encounter 
problems of the kind previously mentioned. "On a few occasions tankers have 
been hijacked, and isolated petroleum platforms have been robbed," he said, 
without giving any details on the number of such incidents. 


Before the official establishment of the unit, which took place at the 
helicopter pad of the Arimbi petroleum annex, a demonstration was carried 
out, showing the capability of the special troops to free the annex and 
hostages from a detachment of "terrorists." While the terrorists were 
negotiating with officials of the central government, a detachment of troops 
was secretly launched from the Indonesian Navy submarine "Nanggala" and swam 
to the petroleum annex. They entered the installation on foot and attempted 
to defuse the explosives which had been planted by the hijackers. Not long 
after that a PSK (Patrol Ship Killer) navy ship, traveling at a high speed, 
approached the petroleum installation. From the ship's stern a team of 
special troops jumped directly into the water, using the "cast and recovery" 
system, that is, a system in which they jump straight off the after part of 
the ship into the water so that they would not be seen by the "hijackers." 














The most exciting part of the demonstration occurred when a "jet foil" ship, 
which travels at a speed of 80 kilometers per hour suddenly stopped in front 
of the installation and "threw" a detachment of special troops into the sea. 
With AK-47 type weapons slung on their backs they attacked the installation 
as they swam through the water. In less than 5 minutes the special troops 
succeeded in freeing the hostages and capturing all of the "terrorists." 


The unit activation ceremony and the demonstration were attended by only a 
small number of invited guests, and only a few journalists were permitted to 
attend and watch it. Commodore Emir Manggaweang, the chief of the Navy 
Information Service, prohibited picture taking which would show the faces 

of the members of the special detachxent. None of the officials were willing 
to report the number of men in the antiterrorist detachment. 


With the formation of the "Jala Mangkara" special detachment, Indonesia has 
two detachments which have the special task of handling incidents of 
terrorism. The first detachment was established in 1981 and consists of 
experts in handling terrorism on land or at airports. 


The core of the first detachment is composed of troops which took part in 
freeing passengers from the Garuda aircraft "Woyla" in Bangkok in 1981. 

The "Jala Mangkara" special detachment will deal with acts of terrorism which 
take place at sea, and the two detachments are under the direct command of 
the minister of defense and security and commander of the armed forces. 


Although the original detachment of the members of the antiterrorist 
formation was not stated, according to information available to SINAR HARAPAN 
there is only one unit whose members may be assigned to antiterrorist duties, 
that is, the Amphibious Scout Battalion. Members of the Amphibious Scout 
Battalion are marines who have taken part in at least three military 
operations. After they complete their training, they are given the "Tri 
Media" medal, which means that they have been trained on land, at sea, 

and in the air and can also operate alone.

"INDONESIA TIMES' VIEWS NONALIGNED SUMMIT AGENDA

[Editorial: "Consultations on Non-alighment Summit"] 


[Text] India's special envoy, Mr K.S. Bajpai, has been sent by the government 
of India to consult the members of the non-alignment movement about the agenda, 
draft declaration and other matters concerning the holding of the VIIth Non- 
alignment Summit in March in New Delhi, India. He has been to Jakarta for this 


purpose. 


The agenda, in general, has met with the approval of Indonesia since it had 
been formulated and approved in the last summit in Havana. But regarding the 
participation of Kampuchea in the summit, India, as the host country, has 
decided not to invite either the Heng Samrin regime or the coalition government 
of President Sihanouk, in line with the precedence of the Havana summit, though 
India recognises the Heng Samrin regime. The three non-aligned ASEAN member 
countries, namely Indonesia, Malaysia and Singapore, are not happy about it and 
are trying to persuade India to change its decision and invite Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk. Malaysian envoys are being sent to non-aligned countries to canvass 
for the invitation of Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 


India is actually in a difficult situation. Though recognising the Heng Samrin 
regime, it dares not invite the regime because the majority of the 97 partici- 
pating members recognise the coalition government of Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 
This majority would like the coalition government to participate, at least 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk himself as one of the original leaders of the movement. 
But it is difficult for India to extend [an] invitation to him since India 
recognises the Heng Samrin regime and there is no precedence to invite a person 


on his personal capacity. 


During the talks with Mr Bajpai, the Indonesian side has pleaded again for the 
extention of invitation to Prince Norodom Sihanouk. But it seems it is diffi- 
cult for India to change its decision. We will not be able, at this stage, to 
foresee what will happen in New Delhi after the Malaysian envoys have completed 
their canvassing. Anyway, one thing we must keep in mind: Whatever the final 
result of the ASEAN approach, close and cordial relations and cooperation with 
India should not be marred. Both Indonesia and India are among the original 
founders of the non-aligned movement. They are among the elders in the move- 
ment, realistic and moderate in their approaches to the non-alignment problems 
and world problems. It was Indonesia, India and Yugoslavia which saved the 
non-aligned moveemnt from being sacrificed to the theory of "natural alliance" 
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in the last summit in Havana. The small group advocating this theory is still 
there. Therefore it is necessary for those members who defend the purity of the 
movement to unite and close their ranks to prevent another attempt to make the 
movement a "natural allience" of the eastern bloc. The movement is neither a 
"natural allience" of the eastern bloc nor of the Western bloc but a movement 
to lessen the tensions between the two blocs and fight for independence and 
sovereignty and just world political, economic and social order. 


Therefore it is imperative that the summit should declare its position on world 
issues as stated by Foreign Minister Mokhtar Kusumaatmaja on Monday after 
receiving Mr K.S. Bajpai. The movement should not be too involved in differences 
prevailing among its members. The summit is expected to discuss the remaining 
shackle of colonialism, world armament, world economic recession, north-south 
dialogues, and world new economic order. 


In order to be effective and successful, the movement, we feel, should simplify 
its procedures and ceremonies and try to make its final communique brief and 
concise so that it can be followed easily by common people. The communique has 
become longer and longer and more complicated from summit to summit. The last 
communique from the Havana summit has become the longest. The communique from 
the coming New Delhi Summit should be brief, understandable and concise.

NEW IMMIGRATION CONTROL MEASURES TAKEN 


Illegal Immigration 


Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 18 Nov 82 pp l, 3 


fExcerpts] The Immigration Directorate General has detained 1,434 persons in 
Indonesia, 90 percent of whom are illegal immigrants of Chinese descent, Saleh 
Wiramihardja, director of the Supervision and Control of Immigration Director- 
ate General, stated in reply to a question by a member of parliament's Com- 

mission III during a hearing at the Office of the Immigration Directorate Gen- 


eral in Jakarta yesterday [17 November]. 


Those being held at the immigration detention center, Saleh said, are being 
processed for deportation to their mother country. 


The illegal immigrants will be processed later in court. 
Regarding agencies responsible for preventing an individual from leaving the 


country, the immigration supervision and control director said a prevention 
and siezure system has been established to handle this. 





Now only four agencies are responsible for restraining those prohibited from 
leaving the country. The chief justice of the Supreme Court and his peers 
are responsible for the legal aspects, the attorney general's office is res- 
ponsible for the criminal aspects, BAKIN [State Intelligence Coordination 
Agency] is responsible for the political aspects and security and defense as- 
pects are the responsibility of HANKAM [Department of Defense and Security]. 
No other agencies are permitted to handle these matters. 


Saleh admitted that prior to the institution of this system many agencies or 
private individuals could prevent anyone from leaving the country. 


Control of individuals entering or leaving the country is handled from Sabang 
to Merauke at airports and other ports of entry or departure. 


Great attention is paid to areas such as north Sumatra, the Riau Archipelago, 
Natuna Island and its environs, Sunda Strait, the Indonesian border with 
Sarawak and Sabah, east Kalimantan, the Philippine border with Indonesia, 
Papua New Guinea, Bali, and Timor. 
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An individual's passport, he said, provides clues to the bearer's overseas 
activities. Therefore anyone who is suspect is turned over to the responsible 


authorities for investigation. 


Indoctrination, Supervision

[Excerpt] Drs Tojiman Sidikprawiro, director general of sociapolitical 
affairs, DEPDAGRI [Department of Internal Affairs], said his agency had sent 
a survey team to the regions to check data received on former G30s PKI [30 
September 1965 Movement, Indonesian Communist Party] detainees and convicted 


criminals. 


This was done, the director general noted in his clarification during parlia- 
ment’s Commission II hearing headed by Vice Chairman Moh. Sulaiman at the 
DEPDAGRI on Friday [19 November], within the context of heightening national 
vigilance toward the danger of latent communism, particularly that which in- 
volves the indoctrination and supervision of former PKI prisoners. A data 
collection and maintenance system has also been organized in accordance with 
an instruction of the internal affairs minister. Further, a communication 
workshop on the indoctrination and supervision of former PKI prisoners was held 
for the purpose of forming a unified position toward and measures to be taken 
by agencies responsible for handling supervision and indoctrination. 


In setting forth the activities undertaken Drs Tojiman further stated that an 
indoctrination and supervision manual had been organized to assist regional 
personnel who handle these matters. 


In the context of carrying out the last general election, the director's 
agency had also carefully investigated and evaluated Indonesian citizens who 
had been involved in the C30S/PKI. It was found that 1,580,020 persons could 
not be registered as voters. Of these 1,536,936 could be given consideration 
for regaining their voting rights and 43,084 could not be given such consic- 


eration. 


Regarding indoctrination, the aim of HANSIP [Civil Defense Organization] and 
MENWA [Students Regiment] is to firm up the awareness of all citizens of the 
need to participate in carrying out their rights and responsibilities in pro- 


tecting the nation. 


Indoctrination is carried out in stages and is continuing via the Consolidation 
Operation, training as well as respective courses. A potential HANSIP force of 
some 3 million persons has been assembled. 


Although this indoctrination program has been very successful, Tojiman said, 
whereby 900,000 HANSIP personnel could be mobilized for the last election, 
their image as an integral part of the people's total defense system in the 
eyes of the public and some government personnel must be upgraded in order to 
better carry out efforts at indoctrination. 
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The sociopolitical director general also pointed out that HANSIP had become a 
member of the International Civil Defense Organization (ICDO). Joining this 
body is advantageous for upgrading HANSIP's role, particularly by learning of 
means, methods, and equipment that can be used to protect the public. 


New Passports 


Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 26 Nov 82 pp l, 7 


[Excerpts] Justice Minister Ali Said said valid Indonesian passports will be 
replaced with new passports to prevent the forging of these documents. 


Old passports will be withdrawn fiom circulation beginning in April. At the 
same time new passports will be issued to those who are renewing their pass- 
ports if they provide six passport photos. 


The passport page carrying the bearer's photograph will be "laminated" so 
that the photo cannot be removed. 


Initially, Ali Said said, about 1 million blank passports will be printed at 
the Republic of Indonesia Mint (PERURI). 


"We are experimenting with these passports to see if this procedure keeps them 
from being forged," the minister remarked. 


The government has established various security measures to prevent the entry 
of illegal immigrants into Indonesia. 


Although Hong Kong is to be returned to the PRC at the end of the 1990's this 
does not mean that many former PP10 Hoakiau [overseas] Chinese emigrants will 
be able to enter Indonesia. "We are prepared to take all security measures 
necessary to prevent their entry into Indonesia," he remarked. 


However, Ali Said fears many of the Hoakiau Chinese may go to Taiwan.

INCREASED SUPPORT SEEN IN EFFORTS TO DEFEAT UN EAST TIMOR RESOLUTION

/Article: "Indonesia Rejects Resolution on East Timor; Increasing Support 
for Indonesia"/ 


/Excerpts/ United Nations, KOMPAS--On Tuesday evening local time /23 November/ 
Indonesia voted against a resolution on East Timor, which was adopted by the 
General Assembly of the United Nations by a vote of 50 in favor and 46 against. 
At the plenary session of the General Assembly Dr Ali Alatas, Indonesian 
ambassador, emphasized that the position of the Indonesian delegation would 

not change. He declared that the people of East Timor have completed the 
process of decolonization. In applying their right of self-determination 

they had decided to obtain independence through unififcation with Indones<a. 


This was reported by KOMPAS journalist Threes Nio from New York yesterday 
[24 November/. In view of the Indonesian rejection of the resolution, it 
cannot be implemented. In previous years Indonesia had always rejected every 


resolution on East Timor. 


Growing Support 


Compared with previous years, the vote this year showed increased support 
for Indonesia. Whereas last year the difference between the otal vote in 
favor and the total vote against totaled 12, this year the difference was 


only four votes. 


This is even more noticeable if a comparison is made from year to year. 
Beginning in 1975 there has been a steady increase in the vote supporting 
Indonesia. In 1975 the number of countries supporting Indonesia was only 10. 
The total rose to 20 in 1976, 26 in 1977, 31 in 1978, 31 in 1979, 35 in 1980, 
42 in 1981, and 46 in 1982. On the other hand the number of countries 
supporting FRETILIN /Timorese National Liberation Front/ has steadily declined. 
In 1975 72 countries | supported FRETILIN. This figure dropped to 68 in 1976, 

67 in 1977, 59 in 1978, 62 in 1979, 58 in 1980, 54 in 1981, and 50 in 1982. 


This year additional votes in favor of Indonesia were obtained from Pakistan, 


Yemen /as published; doesn't state which Yemen/, Morocco, Liberia, Fiji, 
Antigua-Barbuda, Santa Lucia, Chad, and the Solomon Islands. However, because 
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of the campaign carried on by Brazil (pressured to do so by Portugal) this 
year Indonesia also lost three votes from Latin America: Bolivia, Colombia, 


and the Dominican Republic. 
Lock at East Timor in Terms of the Facts 


The increased support for Indonesia and the loss of support for FRETILIN were 
also pointed out by Ambassador Ali Alatas at the plenary session on Tuesday 
evening /23 November/. The ambassador said, “And we are convinced that the 
support for the Indonesian position will continue to increase.” 


From here the conclusion can be reached that now is the time to look at East 
Timor on tiie basis of facts and realism and not based on unsupported charges 
and illusions, Ambassador Ali Alatas said. He added that now was the time 
for the General Assembly to bring an end to the pointless debate which has 
gone on for almost 7 years. "Is there any purpose in a resolution which is 
only supported by one-third of the members of the United Nations," he asked 
in his speech to the General Assembly. 


Rather Encouraging 


Ambassador Ali Alatas told a KOMPAS representative that the results achieved 
this year were rather encouraging. This is all the more so when it is 
recalled that this year Portugal undertook a large-scale campaign. He said 
that since there is now a majority of only four votes against the Indonesia 
position, it is clear that next year Indonesia must try even harder to 
resolve this issue at the United Nations. 


As is well-known, this yvear Portugal undertook a large-scale campaign on the 
East Timor issue. Beside sending its prime minister and foreign minister to 
the United Nations they even sent several parliamentary missions to about 49 
countries. Their primary objective was not to regain control in East Timor 
but rather and more especially to obtain greater support within Portugal 
itself. However, the consequence of the campaign is that Indonesia has lost 
some support in Latin America and almost lost the support of Oman. 


Cause of the Increase in the Vote 


There are various causes for the increase in support for Indonesia on this 
issue. In part it is because conditions have improved in East Timor. In 
part it is also due to high level lobbying (for example, the change in the 
Pakistani vote from an abstention to support can be considered the result of 
the exchange of visits between the two chiefs of state). In part it is the 
result of good bilateral relations. In part it is a result of an improved 
information program, and so forth. 


However, as distinct from the effort made by Portugal, the Indonesian effort 

was primarily made at the United Nations in New York. In this connection the 
Indonesian Permanent Delegation /PTRI/, assisted by such figures as Dr Anwar 

Sani, former Ambassador Abdullah Kamil, and others, did a great deal of 
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lobbying. This effort was particularly directed toward African and Latin 
American countries, particularly the small countries which have recently 


become independent. 


At the time the vote was taken, the entire staff of the Indonesian Permanent 
Delegation, including Ambassador Ali Alatas; Ambassador Hasjim Djalal; the 
“Anchor Man," Hadi Wayarabi, who handled the East Timor question on a daily 
basis; and those who worked on a volunteer basis--all of them were present 

for the session. Each one received his specific duties to perform: reminding 
the various delegations, seeing whether the delegates of countries supporting 
Indonesia were present, looking for them and asking them to come, etc. 


Did the appearance of former Australian Prime Minister Gough Whitlam as a 
petitioner have any influence? "This is difficult to say if we are discussing 
the question of votes. What is clear is that Whitlam's appearance attracted 

a great deal of attention. Beside that, it influenced the Australian 
Government to become more active," said Ambassador Ali Alatas. 


"Whitlam's appearance didn't hurt us. He still has influence. He is still 
known as a former prime minister. And he handled his petition very well. 
He answered questions well. Up to now he is the only bearer of a petition 
who has been asked to answer questions. However, whether his appearance 
resulted in an increased vote for Indonesia still requires further analysis. 
It was different with Prince Sihanouk, who clearly had great influence in 
changing the results of the vote on the Kampuchean question," Dr Anwar Sani 


said.

WEST EUROPE DOES NOT OBJECT TO COUNTERTRADE SYSTEM

/Article: "Western Europe Ready To Carry Out the Countertrade System"/ 


/Text/ Jakarta, KOMPAS--The Western European countries have no objections 

to the countertrade system which Indonesia is presently using. However, the 
problem which has arisen there is the purchase of large quantities of 
Indonesian agricultural commodities of the same value as exports to Indonesia. 
For that reason the agricultural commodities will be sold to third countries. 


The president of the CECI (European Center for International Cooperation), 
Olivier Giscard D'Estaing, made this statement to journalists on Friday 
/19 November/ at the BKPM (Capital Investment Coordinating Body). At this 
press conference he was accompanied by the chief of the Promotional Bureau 
of the BKPM, Dr Anwar Nawawi, and a number of other members of the CECI. 


According to Olivier Giscard D'Estaing, the countertrade system is similar 
to systems carried out by several European countries, for example, in trade 
with Turkey and other countries. However, when European countries are 
required to enter into countertrade transactions with Indonesia, they will 
encounter difficulties in marketing Indonesian agricultural commodities. 


He mentioned the case of coffee. It is not clear whether it can be 
successfully marketed in quantity in small European countries like the 
Netherlands. Therefore, to resolve this problem, the agricultural commodities 
will be marketed in third countries. For example, cc‘tfee shipped to the 
Netherlands will later be offered to Germany. 


"However, the countertrade system is basically advantageous for Indonesia,” 
a member of the CECI said. The countertrade system was introduced by 

Indonesia at the beginning of 1982. Under *his system every country which 
exports its industrial products to Indones!. must also purchase Indonesian 


export commodities up to the same. value. 


Regarding competition with Japan in dominating the Indonesian market, the 
CECI leaders said that Europe is not afraid of this because Europe still has 
a high technological level. For example, the technology for the manufacture 
of aircraft like the Airbus, electricity from nuclear generators, etc., 
European technological capabilities are still higher than those of Japan. 
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The CECI leaders have visited Indonesia on four occasions. Among the CECI 
members which will invest capital in Indonesia are Kloeckner Industrial 
Installations Company, which will construct an alumina factory on Bintan 
Island, and Lurgi S. A., which will construct a methanol factory in Indonesia. 
Both of these companies are from the Federal Republic of Germany. 


CECI is a private international nonprofit association whose purpose is to 
expand business relationships between a group of African, Latin American, 
and Asian countries and a group of large European companies. The CECI is an 
independent organization. It receives no payment for its activities. Its 
source of funds consists of annual contributions from member companies and 
countries. The organization was formed for the purpose of expanding 
business relationships between Africa, Latin America, and Asia and Western 
Europe and to diversify their international economic relationships. 


During its visit to Indonesia, which began on Monday, 15 November, the CECI 
group, in addition to visiting the BKPM, also went to several government 
ministries, such as the Ministry of Public Works, the Ministry of Industry, 
the BPPT (Body for Technology Studies and Transfers), and the Indonesian 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry.

DIRECTIVE ISSUED ON OIL DRILLING PERSONNEL 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 24 Nov 82 p 2 
/Article: "Beginning in 1983 Oil Drilling Must Be Handled by Indonesians"/ 


/Text/ Jakarta, KOMPAS--PERTAMINA /State Oil and Gas Corporation/ has 
issued an order that, beginning in January 1983, all oil drilling personnel 
in Indonesia must be Indonesians. Out of the 1,270 oil drillers working on 
the 65 oil drilling rigs throughout Indonesia at present barely half are 
Indonesians. The others are still foreign workers. 


The chief of the Community Relations Bureau of PERTAMINA, Dr Mufti, made 
this statement on Tuesday /23 November/. This Indonesianization program is 
in accordance with the Decisioi. Letter of the minister of manpower and 
transmigration No 140/Men/75, dated 16 January 1975. 


Workers who will be needed to handle the operation of oil drilling rigs 
throughout Indonesia will include drillers, assistant tool pushers, rig 
mechanics, mud engineers /term printed in English/, well-testing engineers, 
and directional drilling engineers. Out of the 1,270 workers in these 
fields, 630 are Indonesians, while the remaining 640 are still foreign 


workers. 


According to Dr Mufti, the beginning of the Indonesianization of these 
positions is to be applied at the latest in January 1983. In addition to 
being based on the 1975 decision letter of the minister of manpower and 
transmigration this policy is based on the consideration that a majority of 
the companies providing oil drilling services have been operating in Indonesia 
for about 10 years. "The positions involved, for the most part, have been 
declared closed to foreign workers," Dr Mufti said. 


He added that the process of Indonesianization is not a program which is too 
difficult to carry out. For the pact 8 years all companies providing drilling 
and related services have been carrying on programs for training Indonesian 
technicians in a proper way. Therefore, he believed that filling these 
positions with Indonesians will not create any problems. 


"Indeed, there are still some contractors operating under production sharing 
agreements who insist on using foreign oil drilling personnel. However, 
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since in general the drilling work has been handled by Indonesian workers 
and the foreign drillers only supervise the work, it is time to put more 
trust and full responsibility in Indor«sian workers," he added. 


The newspaper THE ASIAN WALL STREET JOURNAL of 18 November reported that 
PERTAMINA had informed its contractors of this decision 2 weeks ago. This 
angered some of the 40 oil companies operating in Indonesia. They said it 
was difficult to apply this policy in a period of 2 months because it was 
hard to find trained Indonesian workers, and there was not enough time to 
train then. 


However, foreign companies like Texacc Inc, Mobil Corp, Exxon Corp, Atlantic 
Richfield Co, Standard Oil Co of California, Union Oil Co of California, and 
the Total Co of France have taken a responsible attitude in applying this 
regulation with their subcontractors. 


A separate source contacted by KOMPAS stated that the Indonesianization 
provision is particularly directed at foreign firms operating in Indonesia 
as subcontractors of the companies having production sharing agreements with 
PERTAMINA. It is the subcontractors which up to the present have been 
drilling for oil. For the provision regarding Indonesianization of these 
positions was contained in the agreement which the contractors signed with 


PERTAMINA. 


"Some of the drilling subcontractors have been using Indonesian personnel 
and some of them have not," this source said. He stated that under the 
Indonesianization program contractors holding production sharing agreements 
with PERTAMINA will later be required to use subcontractors who employ 
Indonesian workers. "Up to now the production sharing contractors have not 


yet protested,” he added.

GENERAL JUSUF DECLARES WEST KALIMANTAN CLEAR OF GUERRILLAS

/Article: "All of West Kalimantan Declared Clear of Armed Groups; General _ 
Jusuf Says: We Need To Pay Attention to Security of West Coast of Sumatra"/ 


/Excerpt/ Pontianak, KOMPAS--At present there are no more pro-Chinese 
Communist armed groups (PGRS/Paraku) [Sarawak People's Guerrilla Forces/ 
North Kalimantan People's Forces/ in Indonesia along the border with Sarawak. 
Therefore, the entire area of Military Region XII/Tanjungpura (West 
Kalimantan) as of now has been declared to be secure and free of bandit 


group activity. 


The minister of defense and security and commander of the armed forces, Gen 
M. Jusuf, made this statement in Pontianak on Friday /19 November/ after 
meeting with the commander of Military Region XII, Brig Gen Untung Sridadi 
and officers of the region. Army Chief of Staff General Poniman also 


attended the meeting. 


According to General Jusuf, there are still armed groups in the State of 
Sarawak, Malaysia. Therefore, a joint effort is being made now to carry out 
combined patrols made up of Indonesian and Malaysian troops to prevent the 
armed groups in Sarawak from crossing into West Kalimantan. The combined 
patrols are operating under the joint border agreement (GCS). 


Furthermore, by promoting a desire to defend the country and a feeling of 
responsibility among all of the people of West Kalimantan, they can work 
with the armed forces in ensuring security throughout the border area. In 
this connection in Pontianak /West Kalimantan/ on 19 November General Jusuf 
received a report from the commander of Military District XII concerning the 
program for stationing Indonesian troops in the border area. 


The question of security in Sumatra, and particularly security in the area 
of Military Region IV/Sriwidjaia, also received General Jusuf's attention in 
a visit he made to Palembang after his departure from Pontianak. 


The minister of defense and security emphasized that security in the various 
areas of Sumatra, from Military Region I to Military Region IV, should be 
given serious attention, because in that region there are many industries 
which are vital for the nation. 
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In that connection the area along the west coast of Sumatra, as well as the 
islands beginning with Simeleu, many of which have been uninhabited for 
years, will have troops stationed there, particularly marines from the 
Indonesian Navy. At the same time Indonesian fleet patrols will also be 
more active in the area, for maritime traffic along that coast is becoming 
increasingly heavy. More attention will also be paid to air traffic and 
submarine traffic in the area of the South China Sea, the Straits of Malacca, 


the Indian Ocean, and the Sunda Straits. 


"In this way it is hoped that our national strength will become more firmly 
established," General Jusuf said. He said that the first phase of this troop 
deployment has already been carried out. A second phase will be decided on 
at the Indonesian Armed Forces National Defense Exercise /RAPIM/, which is 


expected to be held in March 1983.

EXPANSION OF AIR TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES REPORTED 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 26 Nov 82 p 8 


[Article: "Joint Use of Airfields by Civil and Military Aircraft To be 
Maintained") 


[Text] Airfields which to date have been used jointly by civil and military 
aircraft will continue to be so used for an indefinite period of time because 
no problems have arisen to date. They are to be regulated jointly in accord- 
ance with a decision of the defense and security, communicatiuns, and finance 


ministers. 


During an air communications plenary session held in Jakarta, Soetoyo, air 
communications director general, told newsmen that Indonesia has three types 
of military airfields and airfields used jointly by civil ard military planes. 


There is no reason why civil and military airfields should be maintained sep- 
arately because the same procedures are used at the fields for military and 
civil aircraft. "We use the fields the sameway and we treat the aircraft the 
same way,’ the director general said. 


The increasing demand for air transportation is to be followed by the prepar- 
ation of sufficient service facilities. Many pioneer airports are to be up- 
graded to Class III airports. Several airports which now can only handle 
F-28's will be upgraded so that they can handle DC-9's. The director general 
presented no details on the airports which are to be upgraded. He noted that 
several new pioneer fields are to be constructed in the eastern part of In- 
donesia and confessed that two pioneer fields had not been operating. 


According to information available at HARIAN UMUM AB, there are 80 pioneer air- 
fields, 28 Class III airfields, 14 Class II airfields and 15 Class I airfields 


in Indonesia. 


Those in the communications sector circle note that very good progress has 
been made in readying the aviation infrastructure in relation to the target 


set in PELITA III [third 5-year development plan]. 


Except for the Penarung Airport in Palankaraya, F-28's can land at airports in 
all provincial capitals. Eight airports were targeted in PELITA III to be 
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upgraded to handle F-27 aircraft but the upgrading of 15 airports has been 
accomplished. A limit of 3 airports was targeted for handling F-28's but 
17 were upgraded. For airports capable of handling DC-9's, the target was 
limited to three but work was completed on six airports. The target for 
handling DC-10's was one airport but work was completed on three airports. 


Demand for air transportation during PELITA II annually rose between 17 and 
19 percent for passenger service and 25 percent for freight transport.

IRIAN JAYA GOVERNOR ON SEPARATIST 'LUNATICS'

[Text] Jayapura, 17 Jan (ANTARA-OANA)--Irian Jaya Governor Izaack Hindom 
pointed out that the idea of the setting up of a so-called "paua state" in this 
province merely came from lunatics, and was entirely against the aspirations of 
the Indonesian people in the area. 


The idea, which came from the oppressors at the time they left Irian Jaya 20 
years ago, never enjoyed the support of the Irianese, except a handful of 
“puppets of the colonialists" most of whom have fled the country, while others 
were still roaming in the forests and gave the population trouble from time to 


time. 


In his speech before a mass of.about 5,000 people in Jayapura Regency when in- 
augurating a small plantation Saturday, Governor Hindom said the move by the 
elements indirectly potentially to harm the honour of the people of Irian Jaya 
in the eyes of the rest of the country.

He, in this connection, called on the people in the area to rise with the 
Indonesian armed forces and wipe them out once and for all. 


In a strong and command tone Hindom said Seth Rumkorem and several of his

and at the same time cunningly using the names of Irianese who were against 


them. 


He called on the entire people of Irian Jaya not to be influenced by provoca- 
tions from anyone. The population in the hinterlands of Irian Jaya to remain 
sober and alert.

He said the highest "authority" among the Irianese in the area was Izack Hindom, 
who had been entrusted by President Suharto with the task of leading the pro- 
vince with the assistance of other sons of the area. 


"Just follow us for safety and happiness, and avoid the lunatics who will only 
invite sorrow," the governor said. 
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He said the easternmost province of Irian Jaya was an inseparable part of the 
Indonesian unitary state and, as such, like the other provinces of the country, 
Irian Jaya was open to every Indonesian citizen, especially to transmigrants. 


The province, with an area 3,2 times that of Java Island, and a population 
of only 1.2 million, was far lagging behind the other parts of the nation in 
development, he said. 


For that reason, the governor said, the only short cut in overcoming the 
problem would be sending transmigrants to the area--as many as possible. 


In this context, the governor asked the [rianese to accept and treat the 
resettlers with fraternity. 


"We may be of different races, customs or social background and culture, but 
in fact we are a big family of the Indonesian nation from Sabang to Merauke,' 
Governor Hindom said.

[Excerpts] On the occasion of this coming 7th anniversary 
of the establishment of the LPDR Comrade Sisana Sisan, 
member of the LPRP Central Committee and Minister of 
Propaganda, Information, Culture, and Tourism, gave an 
interview to Comrade (Melis), representative of NOVOSTI

[Question] We would like to know about the aid given by the USSR and other 
socialist countries to Laos for constructing its new life. 


[Answer] Laos and the USSR have inherited fine relations for a long time. 
In the period of transformation and socialist construction, the Soviets

SWEDISH FORESTRY, ROAD CONSTRUCTION PROJECT DESCRIBED 


Vientian SIANG PASASON in Lao 8 Dec 82 p 2

[Text] The Lao-Swedish forestry development project in Ban Meaung Mai in 
the Paksan District area is approximately 12 km west of downtown Paksan. 
It has now become a beautiful small town that will be a forest industrial 


area in the future. 


There are two locations for the Loa-Swedish forestry development project: 
forest company No 1 which is located in Ban Meaung Mai, and forest company 
No 3 which is located in Ban Tha Bok Nam Leuk, subordinate to Paksan 
District, Vientiane Province. They are all under the Ministry of Industry, 


Handicrafts, and Forestry. 


Under construction using modern vehicles, in the 2-year period of the 
beginning of the project this dense forest area was changed into a small 
town with 40 beautiful big houses painted brilliant white that are visible 
at a distance, including the company's office building and a forestry 
training center that can hold 200 boarding students. There is an experi- 
mental center for planting and seedlings, and housing for the foreign 
teachers doing the training. Moreover, there is a school dor the workers' 
children and a small modern hospital equipped with 2 million dollars worth 
of medical equipment. There is also a fairly good-sized vehicle repair 
shop to serve in repairing heavy vehicles. There are many routes to 


downtown. 


Along with housing construction a standard road that branches out from 
route 13 (from downtown Paksan) to this small town is 12 km, and from this 
small town to the forest it is 12 km, so the total is 24 km. Moreover, 
the road that goes into the forest is about 15 km and was built the same 
time. Now many projects in the Loa-Swedish development project are still 
being seriously carried out, for example, housing construction, factory 
construction, resurfacing old roads, etc. The core problem now is bridge 
construction which is 24 km on the road, the bridge across the Nam San 
River in Ban Meaung Kao. It will require as much as 16 million dollars. 
It is a cement support steel bridge 30 meters long, and it will be able to 


carry 15 tons.

The past achievements were the result of the work of all of our forest 
company No 1 workers. All of our workers clearly showed us revolutionary 
qualifications and morale. They are true revolutionary workers who, 
whether in normal or difficult times, are happy in their work.

[Text] The Bolovens plateau is a land with plenty of red coffee beans and 
sweet-scented cardamom in the southern part of Laos. This golden land is 
now being aided with the spirit and fraternal assistance among the socialist 
countries on the lofty principles of proletarian internationalism. 


Comrade Bounliap Phounthavong of the committee responsible for the coffee- 
producing project told us that the joint coffee production project is a 
long-term cooperative project with the fraternal socialist countries the 
GDR, USSR, and SRV.

Aluminum strips written in German are nailed to many large boxes on Phou 
Maknao Mountain where Paksong Settlement 08's office is located. These are 
the signs of equipment for a modern coffee mill. They were sent from the 
GDR to carry out the Laos-GDR joint coffee production project. 


The Laos-GDR coffee production project is an extensive and long-term one. 
It is cooperation in economics based on the agreement that was signed 
between the two parties and the two governments, the LPDR and the GDR. 


The joint cooperation between the GDR and Laos will be carried out starting 
from the clearing of 5,000 hectares of land used in production. 


The first year plan of the bilateral project is being gloriously carried 

into initial results. The GDR has completed its basic survey in 200 hectares 
which will start with cultivation in 1983. Meanwhile, sending over 40 tons 
of equipment for the mill from the GDR to serve the project right at the 

site was successful. Now 4 coffee-growing experts from the GDR are contin- 
ually surveying the site of 5,000 hectares which is being cleared. 


Our Lao have also succeeded in seeding and planting 430,000 coffee plants 
in 2 hectares in order to prepare them to be planted in 200 hectares based 
on the project and primary plan. At the present time we are continually 
constructing the mill building. The basic completion is to be in January 











1983. Comrade Bounliap Chounthavong added that the setup of this modern 
coffee mill not only will serve the project but will also serve the people 
of all nationalities who are engaging in the occupation of coffee-growing. 
Therefore, it is most meaningful for the coffee production of the people 
in 3 southern provinces, especially in the Bolovens plateau. 


For many years our people washed many hundreds of tons of coffee away 
because it was damaged, mainly after harvesting they were crushed with 
mortars. Naturally, this decreased the total production. If we mill 

100 kg of ripe coffee beans with the modern machines we will get 20 kg, but 
if we crush them with a mortar we will get only 15 kg. This means we 
would lose 5 kg. 


The initial achievement of the start of implementing the joint coffee 
production project between Laos and the GDR was clearly confirmed in 
contributing to the fine relationship between the Lao and the people of 
the GDR to be steady and solid, and to beautifully bear fruit forever. 


Meanwhile, this joint project is also a historical marker for strategic 
economic construction. It is for exporting goods of the Lao people, and 
to take part in making the first Five Year Plan a glorious success. 


Along with carrying out the Laos-GDR joint coffee production project the 
fraternal socialist countries such as the SRV and the USSR who have their 
joint projects with Laos are also carrying out the projects with a confi- 
dent and friendly spirit.

PAKSONG DEVELOPMENT, POPULATION CENSUS--Paksong District is gloriously 
located in a land which once was called the Bolovens Plateau. It is 
approximately 50 km northeast of Pakse where the Champassak provincial 
administrative office is. There are 16 races all together, and over 
24,000 people. Six agricultural co-ops have been set up throughout the 
district. The cultivated area has increased to a total of over 10,500 
hectares, which is a 4-fold increase compared with 1975. Last year they 
were able to harvest a total of 2,700 tons of coffee (shelled coffee), an 
increase of 2,200 tons over 1975. In particular, in this coming year 1983 
the harvest is expected to increase to as much as 3,000 tons. Coffee beans 
are an important strategic product for the economy.

PREMIER DISCUSSES JAPANESE DEFENSE PLAN

[Text] Kuala Lumpur, 21 Jan (KYODO)--Malaysian Prime Minister Dr Mahathir bin 
Mohamed Friday voiced apprehensions about strengthening of Japan's defense 
capability to an extent including Strait of Malacca in Japan's defense area. 


Doctor Mahathir made the remark when he met with Japanese reporters prior to his 
official seven-day visit to Japan starting Sunday. 


Noting that the question was the degree of strengthening the defense capability, 
he said, if Japan is so well armed as to be capable of taking the offensive, 
"that will be very worrisome for us and certainly Malaysia is not happy." 


"If the defense is extended to mean defense of the sea route to Japan including 
the defense of Strait of Malacca as part of defense of Japan, then we feel fear,’ 
the Malaysian leader said. 


Japanese Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone reportedly told the WASHINGTON POST 
during his visit to Washington this week that Japan's target objective in defense 
is to secure and maintain the sea communication lines within several hundred 
miles (from Japanese shore) and Japan desires to defend the sea lanes between 
Guam and Tokyo and between Strait of Taiwan and Osaka. 


Doctor Mahathir is scheduled to hold two rounds of talks with Nakasone next 
Monday and Tuesday in Tokyo. 


On his "look east policy," the Malaysian premier told the reporters that this 
policy has generated a great deal of interest not only among Malaysians but 
also other peoples. 


As part of the look east policy, Malaysia is sending a large number of students 
and vocational trainees to Japan to learn the work ethic. 


"The will to work, dedication to work which we see in Japan and Korea, work 
ethic of east--all these will result in a more prosperous future even in 


Malaysia," Dr Mahathir said. 
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The prime minister mentioned education, training, technical transfer and 
personnel exchange as fields in which Malaysia would like to promote cooperation 
with Japan. 


In regard to Sino-Soviet relations, Dr. Mahathir said that it was too early to 
predict how far the reconciliation between the two countries would develop. 


But he expressed concern about possible closer Sino-Soviet ties, saying that, 
if China no longer feels threatened from its back, then China may feel tempted 


to take adventurist actions in the south. 


That would be dangerous for Malaysia, he said.

INDIA URGED TO ISSUE VISA TO SIHANOUK

[Excerpts] Kuala Lumpur, 26 Jan (AFP)--Malaysia has suggested that India issue 
a visa to Prince Norodom Sihanouk, leader of the anti-Vietnamese Cambodian 
coalition, Democratic Kampuchea [as received], to enable him to be in Delhi 
during the nonaligned summit in March, well-informed sources said today. 


The three members of the Association of South East Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
belonging to the Nonaligned Movement--Malaysia, Indonesia and Singapore--have 
announced their intention of seeking to overturn the decision taken by the 
1979 summit in Havana to keep the Cambodian seat vacant. 


A top ASEAN source told AFP today that the ~~ ice of Prince Sihanouk in New Delhi 
would enable him to rally support for his ce... He would also be on hand to 
participate in the conference if and when it decided to restore the seat of 
Democratic Kampuchea. 


The source said that besides Prince Sihanouk, his coalition partners Son Saan 
and Khmer Rouge leader Khieu Samphan might also wish to be in New Delhi. 


Although the three carry Democratic Kampuchea passports, which are not recognised 
by India, it was possible to issue special visa papers, the source said. 


The source hoped that India, as chairman, would be more impartial in dealing with 
the issue than Cuba. 


Meanwhile the source denied reports from Bangkok suggesting that new initiatives 
to solve the Cambodian problem were under way following the surprise arrival of 
Prince Sihanouk in the Thai capital during the weekend. 


The source said that the ASEAN countries were aware of Prince Sihanouk's plan to 


visit Thailand and it was kept secret for security reasons in view of the recent 
buildup of Vietnamese troops along the Thai-Cambodian border. 
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According to the source, Prince Sihanouk is expected to visit Malaysia, Singapore 
and Indonesia possibly before the nonaligned conference. 


It was a question of fixing suitable dates convenient to the leaders of the 
three countries, the source said. 


The source also dismissed as "wild speculation” the reports that two of the 
ASEAN foreign ministers, Mokhtar Kusumaatmaja of Indonesia and Tan Sri Ghazali 


Shafie of Malaysia, were visiting Thailand to discuss new moves on Cambodia. 


The two ministers were only passing through Bangkok in the course of trips 
abroad and were not scheduled to meet, he said.

DIRECT FOREIGN TRADE--The prime minister has stressed the importance of re- 
examining policies and making structural changes to attain social, economic 

and political targets. This is necessary in view of the world's economic 
Slowdown that is affecting the country. In addition to that, the 20-year 

new economic policy prospective plan has already entered the third quarter. 

Datuk Sri Dr Mahathir says an economic panel in the entire government machinery 
has reexamined every policy and method of implementation. The move is to deter- 
mine whether these policies have served their purpose for which they were formu- 
lated and whether they are still relevent to the changing times. The economic 
panel, headed by the chief secretary to the government, has already submitted a 
report to him. The prime minister said this when he opened the seventh Malaysian 
economic convention in Kuala Lumpur today. He warned Malaysian businessmen to 
deal directly with foreign traders and halt dealing with middlemen especially 
from Singapore. Such unheaithy practice has deprived the country of its 
legitimate benefits and hindered the possibility of increasing Malaysian exports 
to its major trading partners. Only about 25 percent of Malaysia's trade is 
conducted directly and the remaining indirectly. This results in a huge loss 

in invisible revenue, such as insurance, port duty, trade and other commissions. 
He points out that policies in Malaysia are less regulated than in most countries. 
Visas and work permits are readily given to enable foreign companies to set up 
new enterprises with less formality. The prime minister also criticizes developed 
countries for adopting protectionist measures to stop manufactured goods from 
developing countries entering their markets.

ECONOMIC GROWTH INCREASES IN 1982

[Text] The economy grew by 2.6 per cent last year but the balance of payments 
deficit doubled to $1.135 billion, according to a report submitted yesterday by 
Central Bank Governor Jaime Laya to President Marcos. 


Laya said economic conditions in 1982 were harsher in the face of world 
recession. 


However, he said, the economy registered a positive growth rate and inflation 
was further reduced to 5.5 per cent as a result of the countercyclical stance 
adopted by government. 


The 1982 growth rate of 2.6 per cent compared with the 3.7 per cent achieved 
in 1981. The 1982 target was 6 per cent. 


Laya said the growth came largely from domestic activities as government 
accelerated its infrastructure program. This expanded the fiscal deficit but 
compensated for the slack in private investment. 


Agriculture-fishery-forestry was the lead sector, with a growth rate of 3.5 per 
cent. Manufacturing grew by 2.7 per cent, while services rose 2.8 per cent. 


The BOP [balance of payments] deficit was equivalent to 2.9 per cent of GNP, 
compared with 1.5 per cent in 1981. 


This came from a widening of the current accounts deficit which increased by 
19 per cent to $3.3 billion on account of the trade gap which rose to 
$2.22 billion. 


Export receipts of $5.7 billion were down by 12.7 per cent while import payments 
declined slightly to $7.9 billion. 


Laya said the high interest rates in 1982 jacked up Philippine debt service 
payments to $1.8 billion. However, the debt service ratio was kept at 19.4 per 
cent, below the statutory ceiling of 20 per cent. 














Total external debt stood at $16.96 billion, of which about $4 billion was 
in short-term revolving credits and the rest in fixed-term credits. 


Intecnational reserves stood at $2.5 billion at the end of the year, equivalent 
to about four months import requirements, but 6 per cent lower than the 


Laya said the peso depreciated by 11.8 per cent against the U.S. dollar on a 
year-to-year basis as of the end of 1982 but gained with respect to other 
currencies. 


Domestic credits of the banking system expanded by 21 per cent to reach 
P137 billion. 


The public sector obtained most of the credit during the period as a consequence 
of its deficit financing activities. 


The cash deficit of the national government, according to the report, reached 


the unprecedented level of P14.4 billion, about P7.8 billion of which was 
financed by borrowings and drawings from its balances with the banking system.

DEVELOPMENTS IN INTERNAL SECURITY NOTED

[Excerpts] An army battalion commander, a captain and seven other soldiers 
were killed and 12 others were wounded, including a town mayor, in ambushes 

by NPA terrorists in Misamis Occidental and North Octabato the other day. 

The battalion commander, Lt. Col. (Jaime Somera) of the 9th Infantry Battalion 
in Misamis Occidental, was killed with his captain, (Guillermo Kong) and five 
enlisted men in an NPA ambush in Barangay (Dinanbut) in (Saklan Balagat) town. 


Lt. Col. (Somera) was the second battalion commander to die in an NPA ambush 
in the past 9 days. The first one was Lt. Col. (Ruperto Ridada) of the 

55th PC [Philippine Constabulary] battalion, who was killed in an ambush in 
(Sogud), Camarines Sur. 


In another development in the anti-insurgency campaign, government troops 
captured recently a communist leader who participated in the 1971 hijacking 

of a PAL jetliner to China. The hijacker, identified as (Digulas), was 

captured by government troops in Camarines Sur last December 31. Reports said 
(Digulas) slipped back into the country secretly in 1980 and had been working 
with the rebels in the Bicol area. The other hijackers of the PAL plane in 
March 1971 are still believed to be in China. Six Filipino subversives hijacked 
a plane to Canton. 


Meanwhile the other victims of the NPA terrorists were one person killed and two 
others wounded in a grenade bombing attack in Barangay (Nas) in (Visayap), 

North Cotabato. Reports said a group of civilian home defense volunteers inter- 
cepted the grenade throwers and engaged them in a fierce gun battle. Details 

of the skirmish were not reported. 


As this developed, President Marcos will convene today the general military 
council to take up pressing matters pertaining to internal security in the 
country. Among these are four items: 1) the retraining program in the Philippine 
constabulary; 2) the retraining of small unit commanders and non-commissioned 
officers of all services; 3) identification of areas of current subversive and 
rebel activities, with a view to the redeployment of forces should this be 
necessary; and 4) the reorientation of the civil defense program. Malacanang did 
not elaborate on the agenda for the meeting.

NEED TO CURB CONSTABULARY ABUSES DISCUSSED

[Text] In his address before the Batasang Pambansa last Monday the president 
said the PC [Philippine Constabulatory] had started retraining its officers 
and men, 


This is a program whose importance cannot be overestimated at this time. And 
we do not mind stating repeatedly the need to curb abusive behavior on the part 
of a few soldiers, because the behavior of the few stains the reputation of the 
entire command. And we know the important role played by the PC in the 
national life. 


One of the fundamental reasons behind the problem is the nature of the assignment 
of the PC. The PC is the national police force. In fulfillment of that function 
its men have had to mix with the civilian population. It is that contact with 
the population that provides opportunity for abusive behavior. 


It is ironical, for to a great many people the PC uniform is a sign of protection, 
Since in many places the police units cannot adequately cope with local problems 
of law and order, the PC provides backup protection. 


The general function of the PC cannot be taken over by any other service command 
of the armed forces. 


If we are to examine that role closely, we will note that it has important social 
implications. Suppose, for example, that the virus of abuse is not contained 

by any significant degree. More people, especially those in the remote places, 
are likely to be alienated from the government. Then the public perception of 
government injustice will compound the economic difficulties. 


That possibility ought to be regarded in the context of a condition where the 
majority of the people is poor. 


Generally speaking, a society where the majority is middle class is more 
politically and socially stable than another where the majority is poor. 


It does not matter if in the latter type the poor are not organized for mass 
action against the government. The gravity of any given social problem can 
provide, as history shows, instant organization. But that is only a possibility. 
It is our task to thwart its realization.

IMPROVING MILITARY PERFORMANCE DISCUSSED

[Text] The president apparently is not being taken in by repeated claims that 
the military has the peace and order situation under control and that it could 
handle any trouble that would come its way. In an assessment of the military's 
performance and the peace and order picture Friday, the president was reported 
to have been irked by the recent ambushes by the new people's army in which 

two battalion commanders and several junior officers and enlisted men were 
killed. He, therefore, took steps to improve the combat readiness of the armed 
forces by ordering the purchase of more helicopters and modern communications 
equipment. 


The helicopters and the communications gear will provide greater mobility for 
the combat troops, which is highly vital in the anti-guerrilla warfare. If this 
does not cut down the ambushes, it would at least enable government troops to 
respond quickly to these attacks and go after the dissidents before they could 
escape to their jungle lairs. 


Equally significant was the president's order for retraining in the PC [Philippine 
Constabulary] as well as of the small unit commanders and non-commissioned 
officers in all branches of the armed forces. Prompting this were reports that 
some military elements have become "complacent" and thus unable to respond to 
assaults by communist terrorists or anticipate such assaults, 


The decision to buy more and better arms for the military reflects the president's 
view, expressed in his recent address before the Batasan that, "although the 
communist insurgency represents no serious threat to national security today, 
vigilance and public order compel judicious action to stem this surge of new 
activity." 


The military establishment should welcome the president's frank assessment of its 
present attitudes and capabilities. The call for new military hardware 

signifies the president's continuing trust in the military to perform its primary 
role and to do it better.

SAFEGUARDING NATIONAL SECURITY--Philippine Army Chief Maj. Gen Josephus Ramas 
has called on members of the military to be more vigilant and always conscious 
of their safety in fulfilling their mission of safeguarding the national 
security. Ramas, in his first official visit to the central Mindanao Command 
(Cemcom) area, spoke before some 1,000 officials and men of different army 

units of Cemcom at the camp Brig. Gen. Gonzalo H. Siongco at Awang, Maguindanao. 
He called on his men against resorting to any drastic action which may later 
turn out to be detrimental to them and the civilians. He cited the recent 
ambush by elements of the new people's army in the Bicol region, in which 

six soldiers and the wife of one of them were killed. He said that such incident 
should not elicit drastic retaliatory action from the military which may victimize 
innocent civilians. Let us rise over the ordinary and be truly called as the 
army of the people, he said. Ramas said that the army will conduct a series of 
seminar and courtesy on ranger-type tactics for officers and enlisted personnel. 
[sentence as published] The army chief who initiated ranger training in the 
armed torces, stressed that we need live heroes, rather than dead ones, who 
could continuously serve the country and its people. He said the military had 
learned its lessons from the past and it is high time to change some of its ways 
to better adapt to present conditions and attain its objectives of stopping the 
serious threats that haunt national peace and economic prosperity.

ECONOMIC RECOVERY PROGRAM--President Marcos yesterday outlined his program for 
the country's economic recovery in 1983. President Marcos discussed this in 

his state of the nation address before the Batasant Pambansa, which resumed its 
fifth regular session. President Marcos said the government's development 

thrust in 1983 will focus on energy, agriculture, exports, and the building of 
both heavy and small industries. He noted that Philippine economic growth 

rate in 1982 was 2.6 percent. The president said prospects are bright for 
economic recovery this year, and called for legislation that will put more 
impetus on development efforts. Concerning the communist movement, the president 
said the subversives pose no serious threat. He also criticized the press for 
reporting conclusions to developments on the spot without careful evaluation

[Text] Top officials of China National Offshore Oil Corporation (CNOOC), which 
is leading the country's offshore exploration programme, are here on their 
first-ever visit at the Singapore Government's invitation. 


Their tour of the republic's support base--covering rig-builders, engineering 
and exploration support companies--is significant in that it will influence a 
government-mooted proposal for a Singapore consortium to set up support bases 
in China for CNOOC's exploration in the South China Sea. 


"There could be up to three such bases established by the consortium, including 
forward supply/support bases backed by a main engineering base," said sources. 


A final decision whether to go ahead with the project is expected before the 
end of March. This is when the second stage of a feasibility study by the 
consortium will be completed. 


"The March decision will also enable the consortium to gear up in time for new 
concessions in the South China Sea expected to be awarded by CNOOC in the third 
quarter of 1983 to foreign exploration companies," they added. 


The current visit of 10 CNOOC officials, led by a former vice-minister of 
petroleum, is important because the newly-formed corporation has a 50-percent 
share in another Chinese state-owned agency, China Nanhai Oil Joint Service 
Corporation, which is engaged in direct talks with the Singapore consortium, 


In fact the Singapore Economic Development Board had first suggested the project 
to officials of Nanhai Corporation when they visited Singapore last October. 


The Singapore consortium consists of five companies in which the government has 
an interest, and three private corporations. Led by Intraco, its members are 
Far East Levingston, Sembawang Towing, Singapore Offshore Petroleum Services, 
Jurong Marine Base and the private corporations of Promet, Baker Marine and 

Wah Chang International. 
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[he consortium members are scheduled to make a second study trip to China next 
month, their first being last November. 


"These are the likely sites for the Singapore-managed support bases if the green 
light is given,” said a source. 


The means for financing the multi-million dollar project is also one of the items 
to be discussed. 


The Singapore consortium will also discuss investment incentives, land prices 
and workers’ salaries with the Chinese at next month's meeting. 


CNOOC, which is currently assessing what Singapore can offer in terms of expertise 
in offshore support services, is less than a year old. It was formed in 

February 1982, to take overall charge of the country's offshore exploration 
programme, separate from China National Oil Corporation.

PRO-PREM, CONSERVATIVE PARTY FORMED

[Text] A note from the news file column of SIAM MAI, issue 56, 10 December, said 
that: 


"There have constantly been rumors about a new political party called the Thai 
Patriot Party. And the secretary-general of the party is said to be General 

Sak Buntharakun. It is known that this rumor is circulating among businessmen, 
particularly the very wealthy, who have construction contracts with the military. 
Concerning the details of this party, it is said that it was formed by certain 
well-known senior officers, who spent about 100 million baht to form the party. 
The prime mover in this was Mr Michai Rutchuphan, the minister of the Office 

of the Prime Minister. There have been more than 10 meetings for those involved.” 


Several days after this story appeared, on the morning of 3 December, a group 

of people connected with this political party -- a group led by Dr Mayun Wisetkun, 
a former Democrat MP from Bangkok, Mr Khanung Rutchai, the former minister 

of interior, and Mr Araya Phanityakun -- went to the Department of Local Admin- 
istration, Ministry of Interior, to register as a political party. 


"Truthfully, where did you obtain this information. The members in my party 
are wondering how this leaked out. Actually, we did things secretely and never 
revealed this to anyone,” said Dr Mayun Wisetkun, the acting secretary-general 


of the party, to SIAM MAI later on. 
The Thai Patriot Party, a Pro-Prem Party 


Dr Mayun Wisetkun was interviewed by reporters on the morning when the party 
was registered. He said that the Thai Patriot Party, which has been carrying 

on activities secretely for about a year, has many plans and tactics for waging 
a struggle. Planning has been going on constantly and so there shouldn't be 

any problem in the election. 
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When he was asked whether 1t was true that the party hac been established 

in order to support General Prem, Dr Mayun said that the Thal Patriot Party 

1S looking for a leader but General Prem is not involved with the party in 

any way. However, the Thai Patriot Party will support General Prem to help 

him become the next prime minister. Dr Mayun said that General Prem is sultea 

to being a leader since he 1s a kindhearted person who has sympathy for the 

poor. Also, he 1S a person who can compromise, he has good intentions and 

he 1s honest about solving the nation’s problems. And what is important is 

that he is the first prime minister to have used the “politics leads the military” 
policy to fight the nation’s enemies. 





It seems that Dr Mayun 1s still unwilling to say anything more than this. 

He 1s even keeping the names of the people who participated in forming the 
party secret, claiming that the party has allowed him to reveal only tnis. 
And he considers this a rule that must be observed strictly. 


Even though he would reveal only this much, 1t still provides much information 


about this political party. 
A “Nationalist” Party Admidst a “Nationalist” Trend 


"This political party is a rung on the ladder to a national government. This 
is the thinking among the scholars who advise the prime minister. Another 


important person is Mr Likhit Thinphan,”™ said a high-ranking news source in 
the Government House to SIAM MAI. 


‘oncerning this idea, it is in accord with the political line of the present 
power center. An official in an intelligence unit spoke about the present 
political formula that people are making an effort to implement. This refers 
to the “nationalist governme " movement, which includes other forms that 


are the same in essence. 


Even though the movement to reform the cabinet -- which 1s connected to Lieutenant 
seneral Chawalit Yongchaithon, the present brains of the army and of General 

Prem who once tried to rise to the top but whose position has now begun to 

slide -- is still as active as ever, an effort is still being made to have 

news about this movement printed in the newspapers. 


Observers in the Government House have pointed out that an important obstacle 
in the way of this is an opposing movement by democratic forces among the 
political parties. This is because this “nationalist” ideology will directly 
affect the basic interests of the political parties. Another thing that 1s 
important is that the movement to reform the cabinet without political parties 
Still lacks allies who can exert powerful pressure. "Most recently, there 

were clear announcements in some of the newspapers. But people as high as 
Professor Soet and some elements of the Democratic Soldiers do not have the 


power to do anything more." 
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Concerning the quiet and secretive appearance of this political party, considering 
the background that has been learned about this, the people who are now known 

to be involved and the various policies of the Thal Patriot Party, this cannot 

be separated from the movements that are trying to implement a “rationalist” 
movement. There are differences, and the movement has split into several movements. 
As for the Thai Patriot Party, which movement will it join? 


Party Policy: Conservatism-Nationalism 


“Conservatism and Patriotism" said the newspaper headlines on a Thai Patriot 
Party announcement concerning the policy that this political party has publicly 
revealed. The really interesting point about this political policy is that 

it supports a bicameral political system. It supports having a senate that 
will balance the power of the house of representatives on important matters 
such as national security and national financial matters, or budget decisions. 
The Thai Patriot Party has affirmed that it will work to revise the 
constitution along these lines. 


Another very interesting point is that it has announced that it supports the 
national army, Order 65/1982 and those leaders who have morals and ability. 





As for its economic polity, it has clearly stated that the poverty in the 
rural areas stems from the monopolistic trade system of certain commercial 
groups. Thus, it supports a free trade system instead of a monopolistic trade 


system. 


"The attempt to preserve the power of the senate was an idea put forth by 

his advisors after General Prem decided not to run in the election. At the 

same time, the military, which was an important force in his decision not 

to run, has opened up a way out for General Prem, a way that would allow General 
Prem to become the next prime minister,” said an advisor clearly to SIAM MAI. 
This points to the connection between the advisors who belong to the Thai 
Patriot Party and a group of high-ranking officers. 


"The support for Order 65/1982 allows us to see the military officers behind 
this, officers who have been mentioned. Because down deep, the military is 
divided along several ideological lines. One group is composed of Lieutenant 
General Chawalit and Lieutenant General Han. This is the group that exerted 
pressure to have Order 66/1980 implemented. They do not agree with Order 65/1982. 
This order was supported by another military faction. Each side is pushing 
its own policy and pressuring the other. One faction says that Order 65 is 
very abstract and cannot serve as a national policy. The other faction says 
that Order 66 1s too detailed. Thus, those scholars who belong to the Thai 
Patriot Party and who support Order 65 certainly know which faction backs 
them,” observed the same scholar. 


And considering the details of the policy of the Thai Partiot Party, it is 
clear that the policy came directly from Order 65/1982. 
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"The policies are in harmony because we looked at the real situation. The 
military has the right to think and so do we. Order 65/1982 1S a good order. 
We must accept it. Order 66/1980 is too detailed,” said Dr Mayun to SIAM MAI. 


Thal Patriot Scholats, Who Is Behind Them? 


It can be said that the "stars" who have now been officially "revealed" are 

Dr Mayun Wisetkun, Mr Khanung Rutchai and Mr Araye Phanityakun. Those who 
have not been officially revealed but who are thought to be involved include 
Mr Michai Rutchuphan or Mr Likhit Thinphan, scholars who now serve as advisors 


to the prime minister. 


As for Dr Meyun, he 1s the most obvious "Star" since he is serving as the 
acting secretary-general of the party. 


"Mr Mayun joined the Democrat Party in 1976. He was a member of the faction 

of Mr Phichai Rattakun. But a problem of which zone to run in arose and people 
id their feelings hurt. In 1979, after the defeat in the election, Mr Mayun 

disappeared. Mr Phichai tried to contact him several times to no avail," said 

a high-raning member of the Democrat Party about the backaround of Dr Mayun. 

This same person added that “another important conflict concerned ideology. 

Mr Mayun tried to propose a program for internal party reform. But most of 

the members, including Mr Phichal, disagreed with him, even though that program 

waS a direct attempt to increase the power of Mr Phichai. This was another 

thing that caused Mr Mayun to quit the party." 


It seems that, not long after that, Dr Mayun was asked to serve as an advisor 
to the prime minister during the time of the “Prem 1" government. The chairman 
of that advisory committee was General San Chitpatima. 


"Concerning the original base of Dr Mayun, he once served as an advisor to 

Field Marshal Praphat Charusathien. Thus, his thinking still exhibited a great 
tilt toward the military," said an advisor in the Prem 1 government about 

Dr Mayun during that period. He also revealed that, since then, using the 

ideas that he tried to submit to the Democrat Party, Dr Mayun has formed a 

new political party by himself. And to carry this out, Dr Mayun has talked 

with certain schclars, with all those who served on the advisory committee 

to the Prem 1 government and with the advisors on the present committee. Besides 
this, some ministers in the present government are giving him strong support. 

He is also asking for cooperation from various businessmen and scholars. 


At the same time, certain military power centers have given him support. The 
scholars who have been approached and asked to join include Dr Phaichit Somsuwan, 
Dr Thawat Wichaidit and Dr Wawaeng Rattanamongkhonmat. But these people have 
refused to join since they do not agree with the party's principles. 


A high-ranking news source in the Government House stated that the ideology 
of Dr Mayun's Thai Patriot Party secretely leans toward the military. Besides 
this, an important figure who has joined the party is Mr Michail Rutchuphan, the 
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minister of the Office of the Prime Minister. He split away from the Rachaphluk 
and Dusit 99 groups, which hold similar views that lean toward the military. 

In addition, it has close ties to present military power centers. The news 
source also confirmed that Mr Likhit Thinphan, a member of the present advisory 
committee, 1S another important figure in the party. 

"From what 1S Known about the preparations that are being made for the election, 
in the first stage, candidates will receive a large amount of support money 
from the party. Later on, large amounts will be spent on buying MPs whose 
political positions are secure and getting them to join the party,” Said a 
high-raning official in the government about the the electon preparations, 
which the Thai Patriot Party has confirmed are proceeding well. “Concerning 

the ideology of this political party, I think that the military will be an 
important foundation for the party. It looks as if it will resemble the Thai 
United People's Party during the period Of field marshals Thanom and Praphat, 

a party which approached the form of a national government,” said the same 
official. 


This Road Is Narrow and Congested 


Actually, in the past, several other political parties of a similar character 
have been formed. An example is the Thai Mass Party , whose policy is to give 
full support to General Prem and Policy 66/1980. Finally, it became clear 

that this party was under the organizational system of the Democratic Soldiers. 
There 1s also the case of the Free People's Party, whose policy is to support 
senior officers. 


"Have you noticed that no politician of any stature has joined any of the 

political parties that appear ta have been formed by soldiers? Politicians 

in general want nothing to do with these parties. In the end, their policy 

turns out to be one of asking this or that person to be prime minister. Or 

the party was formed in order to support this or that person," said one politician. 
"I think that, really, its like the ladder of a real national government. 

But I do not think that this party has any credit or the power to exert pressure 

in such a major matter. I guarantee you that all the large parties will attack 

it. If they are trying to use such a party as a path that will lead them to 

i national government, it 1S a very narrow and congested path," said the same 


politician. 


As mentined before, concerning the rush by one group of scholars to try to 

engage in politics in order to serve an ideology that leans toward the military, 
even though they have announced that their policies support democracy, in 

the final analysis, this democracy that they talk about is no different from 

an Organized democracy and is not a democracy that has evolved and grown nationally 
Or a democracy that rests on a foundation of popular activity. It is just 

a democracy that has been strangled and kept from developing.

PREM SPOKESMAN INTERVIEWED ON ECONOMIC PROSPECTS, SUBSIDIES, PROTESTS 
Bangkok LAK THAI ii. Thai 23 Dec 82 pp 19-26 


[Special Interview with Trairong Suwannakhiri, Spokesman for the Office of 
the Prime Minister: “Cleaning Up the Cabinet, Dictatorial Thoughts” ] 


[Excerpts] LAK THAI: Let me ask you, as an expert who has taught economics, 
how is the economy of our nation today? 


Trairong: That is a broad question. We must recognize the fact that our 
economic picture is one of a small nation doing business with a vast world 
market. Therefore, turmoil in the world economy greatly affects Thailand’s 
economy. That is to say that our lives and the economy of Thailand are over 
50 percent dependent on world economic conditions. When the economy improves, 
life in Thailand also improves. When the world economy worsens, ours worsens 
too. Because our national economy is an extremely free system, reforms of 

the system must be compatible with its nature. The government has very little 
power to control it. When the world economy worsens, the government cannot 
really do as it is asked to do and protect the national economy from 
worsening. It can only use its power to keep the situation from becoming 
much worse. Its nature is that we try to stem the tide. We cannot compare 
our system to that of socialist countries and ask why government does not do 
this and that. It is not the same, because socialist countries have a good 
bit of economic power. They can control everything, even prices, labor, etc. 
They can do all this, but it must be understood that our government is not 


like that. 


President Reagan is using a policy of making money less tight, that is 
reducing national interest rates, using his central bank as an example. 

When he does that other nations follow, finally causing interest rates of 24 
[OECD] nations to be lowered. Then the small countries like ours breathe 
more freely because when their interest rates are lowered we can borrow 
money. Individuals and our banks borrow money freely. The tight money 
conditions begin to become more fluid. Therefore, after the first half year 
in which those nations use this solution, Thailand is affected, and our 
economy’s recovery follows in the next half year. The OECD nations anticipate 
that due to the solution to the problems of tight money in the latter half 
of 1982, in the next year prosperity in terms of national incomes will 
increase by 2.25 percent, and then things will begin to improve. This is 
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the firm belief of the OECD nations. Therefore it is the hope of the small 
nations like ours that there will be improvement. 


But I have already stated that in 1983 there will be a situation in which 
recovery will begin. Prosperity in the free world will increase. Demand 
will rise, causing prices of agricultural products in 1983 to improve over 
1982, especially rice. Nations competing with us in rice production were 
hurt in their rice production in 1982. Therefore we think that in 1983 the 
price received by farmers for rice will improve. But that does not mean it 
will improve suddenly; rather it will improve gradually. It is natural for 
the price to go down in January and February and then to rise gradually, 
becoming highest in October and November. 


LAK THAI: Are prices of other agricultural products besides rice, such as 
sugarcane and corn, also expected to improve next year? 


Trairong: For sugar, particularly, prospects are not good for next year-- 
that is, if we leave it be without help from the government as in a free 
system, letting the price of foreign sugar set the national price of sugar, 
and the national price of sugar set the price of corn. This is the system 
in which prices are set without government intervention. Corn farmers can 
sell a ton of corn for no more than about 340 baht, which will make it 
difficult for corn farmers in 1983. The government has come up with various 
methods of giving corn farmers loans, not allowing them to go bankrupt. 

In any case, the government wants the corn farmers to be able to sell a ton 
of corn for 400 baht, which is considered enough to sustain them. Prospects 
are not too good for corn. The government sympathizes and is trying to help. 


The price of sugar today, according to my figures, on the world market is 
about 6.5 cents a pound. Next year it should be better than 6.5 cents, maybe 
8 cents. For it to be 8 cents, corn farmers would not be able to sell a ton 
of corn for more than 340 baht. Therefore the government must help them to 
get 400 baht per ton, the least they can live on. The Ministry of Industry 
has proceeded with this under the supervision of the Economic Minister, and 
corn farmers have been informed. The nation’s corn farmers feel that if the 
government does not help them corn will sell now for only about 340 baht per 
ton, and they will be in difficulty. 


LAK THAI: I would like to ask about the problem of rice again. What is your 
opinion on farmers” demands for the government to guarantee the price at 


3,700 baht per year? 


Trairong: Actually, last year I tried to point out the reasons, but we did 
not listen. After I spoke I was criticized for 2 weeks. Last year in a 
newspaper interview in around February attacking the government for saying 
rice could not be sold for 3,750 baht, I said that it could not be sold for 
3,750 baht. No government could do it, even the gods couldn’t do it at the 
beginning of the season because it is natural for the price and the world 
market price to fall. That is, at the beginning of the year it will be 
lower, and then it will rise gradually. I was criticized severely last 
year. This year Professor Sukrit himself said of 3,750 that he would pay 





obeisance at the feet of whoever could do it. This shows that people working 
at the national level, whether Professor Sukrit or myself or ministers 
knowledgeable about rice, know that as we have said from the beginning under 
the world market conditions of the past two years, 1981 and 1982, the economy 
has fallen greatly and they cannot get 3,750 baht. It did not mean they 
would not get that all year, but they could not sell it for that at the 
beginning of the year. As we said, no gods could do it, or if they did we 
would pay obeisance at their feet. That is, at the beginning of the year, in 
January and February, it would be impossible to have the farmers sell their 
rice for 3,750 baht per kwiat. I have figures for over 20 years to show 

that the price of rice will increase gradually, that is it will be higher in 
March than February and higher in April than March. It will increase 
gradually until it reaches a peak in October or November. Then the new rice 
appears and the price falls again. But, in order that the farmers do not 
suffer, the government will try to intervene or subsidize a price of 3,300 
baht during the beginning of the production season. 


Before the government sets a policy, everyone hopes that the farmers will be 
able to get a better price for their rice. The farmers” situation is an 
important matter. Everyone is concerned. I have told the news media before 
that if the government had only 100 billion, I think we would use all of it 
and buy it right up, all over the country. 3,750 or 4,000, we would spend 
whatever we had and buy it all, because we sympathize with the farmers. 

They are the people historically said to be Looked after the least, because 
they have been unable to unite Like the workers, who cannot be touched because 
they have force and they fight. The farmers are scattered without anyone to 
really look after them. I believe from listening to its ministers that 
everyone in the government is sincere in wanting to help the farmers, not 
only the prime minister. Everyone is very concerned about the farmers, but 
how far they can go to help depends on the system and the financial capacity 


of the government as well. 


LAK THAI: You speak of the government intervening. I do not know how it is 
that the government would intervene. 


Trairong: This year we will intervene differently than last year. Last year 
we used a method of letting the Agricultural Marketing Organization buy 
unhusked rice from the farmers, but we had the 0.K.S. buy it from the rice 
mills in the hopes that if they bought the rice from the mill at a high 
price, the mill would buy rice from the farmers at a high price. We did 
this, but it did not quite work. We have had to recognize the fact that 

most of the money we paid went to the mill. The mill bought it from the 
farmers at the world market price, and so it was underpriced again. 
Therefore, this year the government has changed to a new method. It will 
have the 0.K.S., and the Agricultural Marketing Organization buy rice directly 
from the farmers. I am confident that this year all the money that the 
government throws in to subsidize the 3,300 baht will reach the hands of the 
farmers, unlike Last year. 


LAK THAI: How high do you think the price of rice will go this year? 








Trairong: That is difficult. I cannot guess. I do not know how high they 
sold it last year. I am confident that in 1983 the highest price received by 
farmers will be higher than last year’s. That is certain because last year 
there was a surplus of rice on the world market. This year we on several 
fronts have confidence. As far as we know, the figures for the quantities of 
rice on the world market will be lower. Experts maintain that in 1983 
Thailand will become the biggest rice-selling nation in the world. Every 
year we are behind America, but America has lost many production sites. 


LAK THAI: Many people believe that recently politics have been involved in 
the farmers” movements, simply stated, in order to win favor. What is your 
opinion? 


Trairong: I do not know the details behind it, but I think they have real 
worries, because last year they sold their rice at a very low price. When 
our people sell their rice for very little, their debts increase. They become 
apprehensive. When this year arrived and the government announced that the 
lowest price would be guaranteed at 3,000 baht, they were frightened. 

And some people said, misunderstanding, that the government would guarantee 
that they would sell at 3,000 baht all year, and that is why they were 
frightened. In fact, that is incorrect. It meant that at the beginning of 
the season, in December and January, it would be sold at 3,000 baht. 

But later the government thought it over and decided that 3,300 would be 
sufficient, so they raised it to 3,300. Then it would be pushed higher 
gradually as I have explained. The cabinet is very concerned, especially 
the prime minister. They believe the farmers” situation is an important 
matter. They repeat over and over that they want to help a lot. I dare say 
that if he had 100 billion, the prime minister would throw in all of it. 


LAK THAI: Lately there have been many movements of different forces, such as 
farmers, workers, and students. How do you see these movements? 


Trairong: They are becoming more frequent. They do not allow us to breathe, 
and I am exhausted, as is everyone in the government. It does not leave us 
time. What worries me is that we are about to try something new. That is, 
any kind of march to make demands will deliver an ultimatum to the government. 
I disagree with this method, as I have said. If we want democracy, to protect 
the democratic system we must protect the rules and elements of a democratic 
system. We have representatives who by law are selected by the people. 

We have commissions to consider matters. Suppose the government has an 
erroneous policy with which the people disagree. I agree that they have the 
right to get together and make demands. I encourage gatherings and debates 
criticizing the government. This is freedom of expertise. I want it to be 
allowed in the confines of the university. I am worried that if they come 

out of the university, there will be people who do not like them. We must 
recognize that there is danger if anything happens and the government cannot 
protect them in time. I warn them in good faith. But gatherings to say 

that a policy is no good or we do not agree with a policy ought to finish 

with that. They do not need to deliver an ultimatum to the government, that 
in case they do not do this and that according to my group’s desires, then 

we will do such and such, until finally there is no chance of reconciliation. 
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That is coercion. It is the delivery of an ultimatum, and it becomes 
government on top of government. That is, someone orders che government, if 
you do not do this I will kill myself, I will do that, I will do this. It 
should not be done like that. I do not agree with that. This is a difficult 
job. In a democratic system we can express disagreement, but do not come and 
threaten or coerce me, saying I am wrong. I think that {ts a violation of the 
rules. They know that the government cannot kill the people. We cannot 
watch people starve to death, because we feel for and sympathize with the 
Thal people and do not want to allow these things to happen. We are not so 
cruel. We are not the Vietnamese of the period when they could bear to see 
anything. We know the weaknesses of the Thai people. Therefore to use this 
kind of method in governing is difficult. 


In fact, according to democratic principles, if there is disagreement with the 
government on policy, o.k., we say so. Then we gather and point out what it 
is we disagree with, but we must decide what the government is doing wrong 
using the democratic process. If the government does something wrong, the 
political parties in the government are responsible for all the policies they 
came up with, because these are decisions that passed the cabinet. The people 
decide in the next elections. If they believe they were incorrect, those 
parties will not get votes or will get fewer. The ones that get the most 
votes set up the government. For example, if the Republican Party does 
something wrong, no one delivers an ultimatum. If their policies are wrong, 
next time the Democrats are chosen. This tells the government that the people 
of the whole country are the ones who decide, not a group of four or five 
thousand, or ten thousand. Democracy means that all the people in the country 
express their opinions. It should be that way. Here I am worried about the 
new method that we are about to use. We must march for everything. 


LAK THAI: In the past do you believe that there has been a group of 
individuals or a third hand inciting movements? 


Trairong: I do not know the actual details, but of the farmers General Athit 
has said that he knows people behind them, and I have asked others working in 
intelligence and they know too, They have got a list of names of people 
inducing them from behind. Therefore, in the matter of the farmers I feel 
that there are people behind it, but what they are hoping for, I do not know.

|Excerpts|The surrender of Zone 444, a CPT zone, on 1 December in order to end 
the revolutionary war was a historical day. Many people laid down their arms 
that day. There were about 250 main-force soldiers and a group of civilians 
for a total of more than 1,000 people. 


Besides this, they turned over many weapons, including heavy and light weapons 
and various types of explosives. And those exhibited that day were just one 
fraction of the weapons that they had. There are many others that they left 
behind at their secure base and that have not been brought out. 


However, the question that is troubling and confusing many people at present 

is why this “laying down of arms to end the rvolutionary war" by this large 
group of communist terrorists, who surrendered as a group and who gave various 
reasons or conditions, is not being called a surrender but rather laying down 
arms in order to end the revolutionary war. And they are referring to themselves 
as a "group that has come to participate in developing the country." 


Zone 444 


Zone 444 was located in the Kra Sa and Sa Dok Bua mountains in the border 
area where Mukdahan, Yasothin and Ubon Ratchathani provinces come together. 
There were seven people on the provincial committee. Mr Sawat Mahisaya, alias 
Comrade Charoen or Comrade Nirot, was the secretary-general. 


As for Comrade Nirot, or Uncle Nirot," he is a native of Ubon Ratchathani 
Province. He was once a school] principal. But because of oppression by local 
officials, he became dissatisfied with the dictatorial system. This was when 
Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat was consolidating his power. Thus, he fled into 
the jungle in 1962. During the time he lived in the jungle, “Uncle Nirot” 
was greatly respected by the masses and so he was appointed to the position 
of provincial secretary-general of Zone 444. 
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The Internal Security Operations Command (I: t k along many people from 
the mass media, including both Thai and foreign reporters from the informatior 
ffices, newspapers, radio and television. Even reporters fror ingapore Ma 
ntact through the embassy in Thailand and askeca to be allowed to participete. 
Thus, the ceremony to welcome home the communist terrorist: »t Zone 444 was 
actually as large as was announed by the Second Army Area. This 1s considered 


to be a victory for the Second Army Area and the other officers who played 
a role in negotiating with the communist terrorists. 





Two of these officers were “Big Chiu,” Lieutenant Generel Chawalit Yongchaiyut, 
and Special Colonel Sangiem Rattanasimakon, the heed of intelligence in the 


second Army Area. 
What Were the Conditions? 


When the communist terrorists of Zone 444 laid down their arms, the conditions 
were ditterent from when communist terrorists Or communist terrorist leaders 
in Other zones surrendered. These people came out aS a group and they set 


conditions. When communist terrorists in other zones have surrendered, they have 
usually not set conditions and bargained with the government. 


A news source from within Zone 444 said that before the communist terrorists 
came and laid down their arms, the leaders of the zone had been negotiating 
with the Second Army Area since June. There were many serious talks between 
the two sides because the Second Army Area could not accept or make a decision 
about some of the conditions set by the leaders of Zone 444. 


The news source told LAK THAI that one of the conditions set by Zone 444 was 
that their laying down their arms was not to be considered a surrender but 
an action taken in order to end the revolutionary war. And they asked to be 
referredto as the “group that has come to participate in developing the Thai 
nation." Besides this, they asked that government officials allot 25-30 rai 
of land to the civilians who had come out. And the officials must guarantee 
the safety of the lives and property of these people. Another important condition 
set by Zone 444 for laying down its arms was that it be allowed to remain 

lose to the masses. Concerning these conditions, the Second Army Area could 
not make a decision alone. Thus, it submitted its views to the RTA. In particular, 
"Bid Chiu” played a very important role in the decision to accept these conditions. 


As for the Second Army Area, one officer who played an important part in making 
contact with the communist terrorists in Zone 444 was Special Colonel Sangiem 
Rattanasimakon, the head of the intelligence section. Besides this, a communist 
terrorist leader who was on the regional committee served as a coordinator 


between the two sides. The news source said that this man regularly maae trips 


between Bangkok and Sakon Nakhon. 








Sin Toemlim 


Just when the news of the communist terrorists from Zone 444 laying down 
their arms and the surrender of communist terrorists from other zones was 
making the headlines, reports that Sin Toemlim and Prachuap Ruongrat were 
preparing to surrender took over the headlines. 


Colonel Wichien Sunthonket, the head of the ISOC's public relations section 

has revealed that, at present, Mr Sin Toemlim, a member of the Central Committee 
of the CPT and one of the seven members of the Political Bureau, has turned 
himself over to government officials and is living in Bangkok. Colonel Wichien 
also said that, besides this, Mr Prachuap Ruongrat, alias Uncle Siam, a member 
of the Central Committee of the CPT who is responsible for the northeast, 

has surrendered to government officials. However, at present, he cannot reveal 


himself publicly. 


Mr Sin Toemlim, alias Comrade Prawat, was the secretary-general of the southern 
committee of the CPT. During the Fourth Party Congress, Comrade Prawat was 
elected to the Central Committee of the CPT and made one of the seven members 
of the Political Bureau. Mr Prachuap Ruongrat, alias Comrade Siam or Uncle 
Siam, was the secretary-general of the northeastern committee of the CPT. 


A news source close to matters told LAK THAI that there have been reports 

about the surrender of Sin Toemlim for over a month now but they were not 
definite. But the present report may be true. He may have done this in order 

to work in the cities and coordinate things with the CPT in the jungle. Concerning 
this point, the news source said that this is because Mr Sin Toemlim serves 

Mr Wirat Angkhathawon, alias Chang Yuan, a man who wields much influence in 

the CPT. Thus, even if Mr Sin Toemlim has surrendered, it is believed that 

he 1s still cooperating with the CPT like before. 


However, as for Uncle Siam, the news source said that he is not Chang Yuan's 
man but he does follow the Chinese line. Originally, he was the secretary- 
general of the northeast committee. Later on, he became a member of the Central 
Committee of the CPT, and Mr Winai Phoemphunsap replaced him as secretary- 
general of the northeastern committee. At the same time, he was a member of 

the Political Bureau. 


"As for Mr Sin surrendering, that is really worth pondering about because 
he 1s very close to Chang Yuan. It is thought that the capture of Mr Damri 
Ruongsutham in the south resulted from his being betrayed," said the news 
source to LAK THAI. This is something worth thinking about and pursuing.

MUSLIM LEADER INTERVIEWED ON PLO PRESENCE, SOUTHERN SITUATION

{Interview with Mansur Salih, the President of the Young Muslims Association 
of Thailand, by Lek Nonthanaphan; date and place not specified] 


[Text] Chaturat: Concerning the PLO establishing an Information Office in 
Thailand, which the Muslims in Thailand have exerted pressure to bring about, 


what stage has this reached? 


Mansur: This is something that we have been hearing about for a long time 
now. But in actuality, little progress has been made. From what I have seen, 
it seems as if the government will give the green light to this. As for the 
Muslims, who support this, we have tried to follow matters closely. 


[Question] What action has been taken, when did this begin and what progress 


has been made? 


[Answer] This began to make the headlines after a PLO representative visited 
Thailand following Israel's invasion of Lebanon. Actually, we have not made 
any proposals and we have not considered exerting any pressure since this 

iS @ matter for the government to handle. If we tried to exert pressure, this 
would not be in accord with the government's policies. The only thing is that, 
if the government gives the green light to take action, we will welcome this. 
The pressure is coming from the Palestinians. 


[Question] From your own evaluation of things, what is the attitude of the 
Muslims in Thailand about this problem? 


[Answer] Actually, I feel that this may serve to bring about greater acceptance 
and support since the Palestinian problem is a problem that Muslims have been 
aware of for a long time. However, there has been a lack of continuity. Whenever 
something violent occurs, we get all “worked up,” but, once things calm down, 

we tend to forget about the problems. But if the government provides this 
opportunity, relations will become closer and we will certainly be more aware 
the problems and be better informed. Or this may lead to providing financial 


of 
or other types of support. Concerning all this, we can see one example in 
Malaysia. Ever since the PLO opened an information office there, everytime 
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there have been violent events involving the Palistinians and they 
iSSistance, the Malaysian people have joined together to give donations. 
iS a good thing, and it helps bring about better understanding and cl 
relations between the PLO and their Muslim brothers. 


[Question] If the PLO does in fact establish an information office in Thailand, 
will this affect politics or lead to political conflict? What changes wall 
this lead to, including the matter of the Israeliembassy in Thailand? 


[Answer] There will certainly be political effects. First, people may become 
more sympathetic and understanding. For example, today, the PLO is referred 

to as a bandit organization. This may change. Or it may gain greater acceptance 
among Thais in general. But as for the Muslims, there is no problem about 
recognition. As for the effect on the Israeli embassy, there will certainly 

be an effect. There may be a greater effect than before. When we protested 

in front of that embassy, we wanted the Israeli embassy to get out of Thailand. 
Because these thing....But we could not exert very much pressure because of 

th various factors involved. But once the PLO information office is establishec 
here, 1t can exert pressure or promote change in order to intensify this matter. 


[Question] Does that mean that you would not agree to let them stay? 


[Answer] That is the wish of the Muslims. That is the desire of the Muslims. 
Because....There 1s no Israeli embassy in Malaysia or in Indonesia. This is 
a clear desire. 


[Question] If the PLO is officially allowed to enter Thaialnd, will it still 
[use] the old forms of struggle that resulted in its being referred to as 
’ group of terrorists? 


[Answer] I think so. Actually, this 1s a rather remote point about which we 
‘annot decide. But analyzing things, I have to give that answer. Because 
concerning a face-to-face struggle, the Palestinians, or their representatives 
who came the other day, said that they are not able to fight like that and 

SO they have to fight like bandits. Their weapons do not match those of Israel, 
which 1s receiving support from the United States. Thus, I do not feel that 


the form of struggle used wil! change. 
[Question] That is, speaking frankly, the violence.... 


[Answer] The violence will continue. Only when the Palestinians succeed in 
gaining some land for themselves will there be a way out [of this situation]. 


[Question] When I asked whether the violence would continue, I was referring 
to possible violence in Thailand if they establish an information office here. 


[Answer] As for Thailand, actually, there has already been one incident when 
the Israeli embassy was seized. But I don’t think there will be any incidents 
if the PLO can establish an information office. Because if they engage in 
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uch actions, they will be destroying themselves rather than gaining sympathy -- 
and they are now gaining more and more sympathy. Such 2ct!lonSwould be tantamount 


to d trovina themselves.

|\Answer It has to.

At present, there is the general feeling 
that it 1s a Buddhist who serves as chairman, particularly the provincial 
jovernor. Actually, this is a Muslim affair and a Muslim should serve as the 
chairman since Muslims know what 1s going on and know what the goals are. 
Buddhists in take part as supporters. Its the same as if there were a temple 
estival and an effort was made to have a Muslim serve as chairman of the 
temple festival; that would not be possible. And there was the case in Satun 
inwhi 2 attempt was made to have Muslims participate in offering robes 
for the Katin ceremony.

They are trying to fight by confronting 
the government's soldiers directly. Thus, it can be said that, as far as we 
know, it 1S not their policy to do such things. 


[Question] What 1S your personal view of Mr Lek? 


[Answer] I feel.... I have talked with people about this. I feel that this was 
probably related to business interests. I do not know how closely this 1s 
‘ronnected to him. But I do think that it definitely involves personal interests. 


Juestion] Is it possible that Mr Lek is involved in the religious conflict

{Question} Since Mr Lek has business dealings with Iraq, could it be that 
this has angered those who oppose the government? 


[Answer] I don't think that is the case. Because Mr Lek is not the only one 
who does this. The governments in the Arab region are playing a larger role 
than Mr Lek. The government of Kuwait has sent soldiers, money and weapons. 
And the same is true for Saudi Arabia. I think that, adding up the pluses 

and minuses, it is difficult to say that theywould do anything like that. They 
would more likely have taken action against the government of Saudi Arabia

Situation: Thais Don't Want a Socialist System"] 


[Excerpts] In a study conducted at the end of 1974 and beginning of 1975, 

the research team randomly sampled several groups in various provinces in 

all regions of the country and in Banakok and the surrounding provinces where 
there are industrial factories. Included in the sample were businessmen, employees, 
government officials, civilians, soldiers, policemen and students. In accord 
with scientific principles, the research team prepared pairs of choices on 
important economic values that show a conflict between capitalism and socialism. 
The people interviewed were then asked to choose the one they agreed with 

the most. The following are examples of questions where the responses are 

used to measure basic values: 

l. a. The most important thing in administering the country 1s that all the 
people must have incomes adequate to meet their needs and have similar standards 


of living. 


. The most important thingin administering the country is that the incomes 
of the people must be in proportion to their abilities and diligence. 


ncerning unemployment, the shortage of housing and the people's lack 

of health insurance, things must be improved gradually by improving the nation's 
economic and social development programs so that the people have greater incomes 
ind better living conditions and so that more doctors are produced. 


b. It will not be possible to solve the unemployment, housing shortage and @ 
health problems if the government does not supervise things, take charge of 
Ving the problems and really serve as society's guarantor. ® 


3. a. It will be difficult to promote occupations, trade and industry if the 
government does not make investments, Supervise things and get the people 
to follow the plans formulated by the government in accord with technical 


principles. 
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b. The government should give as much support as possible to the occupations 
and to the trade and industrial activities of the people. But 1t snould not 
limit the rights of the people in earning a living, no matter how good the 
government feels its plans are. 


4. a. In correcting things to improve the people's living conditions, the 
most important thing is to eliminate exploitation by those with money. 


b. In correcting things to improve the people's living conditions, the most 
important 1S to arouse the people so that they work diligently, economize 
and do not become attached to various vices. 


5. a. In helping to increase the incomes of the people, the government must 
improve vocational education and skills training. It must promote a free economy 
but should not allow capitalists to monopolize things or earn too great a 


profit. 


b. In helping the people to become more self-reliant, the government should 
ensure the incomes of the people and set price controls so that the capitalists 


cannot exploit the people. 
6. a. Most people with money have gotten their money by inheriting it, using 
monopolistic privileges and exploiting others without regard to morals. 


b. Most people with money have become wealthy because they are diligent and 
thrifty and because they are lucky or capable people. 


Once the responses were scored, the people in the sample could be divided 

into three groups ‘based on the responses): The group that wants a more capitalist 
system; the group that wants to preserve the existing mixed economy but that 
wants to improve efficiency and management, eliminate economic monopoly and 
exploitation and have a more just distrubution of income; and the group that 
wants to change the economic structure to have a more socialist system in 

which the state supervises things or becomes an owner and econmic element. 

The results are shown in Table l. 


From Table 1, it can be seen that the rural people hold capitalist economic 
values. Fourth-two percent of the rural people want an economic system that 
places greater emphasis on capitalist values. And 53.9 rercent of the rural 
people want a mixed economic system like now with the weaknesses eliminated. 
Only 3.4 percent of the rural people want a more socialist system. 


As for urban people, 30.7 percent want a more capitalistic system; 63.1 percent 
want a mixed economic system. Only 6.2 percent want a more socialistic system. 


In short, a majority of both rural and urban people want the country's economic 
system to be a mixed system, with lthe emphasis being on capitalism. That 


is, they want private individuals to be the owners and the main economic element. 


As for activities in which the government is the owner and main element, [1f] 
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f 61] tudent from four universities: Chulalornkorn [CU], Thammasa TU), 
Kasetsat [KU] and Ramkhamhaeng [RU!- This was done because, mncerning the 


economic views, Or values, of the students, it has frequently seemed to people 


on the itside that students want a more socialistic system. Thi View nas 
risen because some student groups have tried t jet the jovernment t take 
ntrol of important economic activities and run them itself. It has also 
arisen because of the debates held by student leaders, cr because of the fact 
that the students have regularly invited professors, scholars and outsiders 
who nold clalist views to come express their views. This has tarnished the 
image f the students in the eyes of the people. 
Thus, the research team conducted a study focusing on students only in order 
to determine what economic values most students do in fact hold. The ime 
researcn methodology was used aS was used 1n conducting the tuay at tne ena 
of 1974 and the beginning of 1975. That 1S, tw jifferent economic views, 
Or values, were presented and the respondent was asked to choose the response 
with which he agreed the most. [Questions were] as follows: 
a. The econom} troubles and problems that have arisen at present have arisen 


from the fact that the private individuals and businessmen have too much freedom 
in ircrying on economic activities. Thus, the state should take control of

The result was that only 11 percent of the students hold socialistic econom1 


1 Lue ‘hoice A). The great majority, 89 percent, hold capitalistic econom 


lues, which also call for controlling monopolies (Choice B). The result 

how that only some students (although they do have a chance to play a great 
role) have tried to express socialist views and so this 1s just a “smoke screen" 
to hide the real views of the great majority of the students. This has given 
people a distorted image of what students really think. 
In a Study conducted in the middle of 1981, the researc. team again studied 


the econom) values of students at Chuialornkorn, Thammasat, Kasetsat and 
imkhamhaene universities. A total of 620 students were randomly sampled from 


the four universities in order to determine whether the economic value C 


the students in general had changed from those found in the 1980 study. 








The research team presented the respondents with two opposing economic views, 
or values, and they chose the one most in accord with their own view: 


a. To enable the country to prosper economically, the various activities in 
the economic sphere should be entrusted to the private sector to carry out 
freely. The state should just supervise things to prevent monopolies from 


happiness of the majority; these activities should be entrusted to the state 
to carry Out in the form of state enterprises. 


b. In order to bring about prosperity and happiness in society, most activities 
in the economic shpere in Thalland should be entrusted to the state to carry 

out alone. This would be better because entrusting these activities to the 
private sector will result in high prices, hoarding for later profit and various 


injustices. 


The result was that 88.4 percent of the students wanted a mixed economic system 
like before. But they stressed reforming the economic structure to give private 
individuals greater freedom in carrying on business activities. The government 
must play a role in supervising things strictly to prevent monopolies from 
arising. The government should engage in activities only when really necessary 
(Choice A). Only 11.6 percent of the students wanted a socialist system, with 
the government taking over more activities from the private sector in order 

to bring about economic justice (Choice B). This shows that the economic values 
of the majority of the students have not changed. That is, they expressed 
confidence in a mixed economic system that stresses capitalism and allows 

the private sector to play a greater economic role, with the government just 
Supervising things to ensure that private individuals do not cause trouble 


for the people in general. 


In February 1981, the government revoked the contract with the Summit Company 
for renting the Bang Chak refinery. The government claimed that Summit had 
intentionally failed to honor the terms of the contract. The government had 

the Defense Energy Department and the Petroleum Authority of Thailand cooperate 
to carry out things. It turned out that the government received support from 
Students, laborers and even many newspapers. But the research team wanted 

to find out what the students in general really thought about this matter 

ind so it asked the following questions: 


a. Oil 1S very important to the economy and to the security of the nation. 
[It 1S not right to allow foreign countries to come and make great profits 
and take advantage of the people and the country. It 1S proper for the government 
to take over the refineries and oil-related tasks and carry out the tasksitself. 


b. Oil-related activities are major activities that have world-wide ramifications. 
If the government fails to carry out the tasks well, as in the case of the 
State enterprises, this may result in a serious diaster for the country. Thus, 
the private sector should be allowed to carry out the tasks, with the state 
supervising things to ensure that those in the private sector do not take 


advantage of the people. 
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The government should not nationalize th mmercial banks. If f 

lor this, the triend f those with power will obtain influer t nd t 
will be much rruption. Also, there will be great inefficiency in ayrying 

1t the work, ist aS has happened in the case of the tate enterprises.

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The Views of a Computer Specialist 


In his capacity as vice rector and computer curriculum planner ot ABAC, Dr 
51sSak Chamraman, a man who was honored by the magazine COMPUTER ASIA as 
being the Computer Man of the Year, said that the college has offered a BA 
in computer science in order to produce computer specialists in keeping with 
the needs of the nation, particularly in the business sector. 

"At present, we cannot get away from computers. Regardless of what field of 
work they are in, people must use computers." 


Programs that emphasize software aim to produce systems planning and program 
preparation experts, systems analysts and programmers. This is different from 
those that emphasize hardware, whch aim to train people to work as electronics 


t«chniclans. 
Do Computers Help Or Replace People? 


Most people probably think that once computers are in [widespread] use, computers 
will replace people and cause unemployment. 


Concerning this, Dr Sisak said that the “use of computers in Thailand has 
not reduced employment but instead increased employment. But there must be 


good planning. 


"In some fields, if computers are put into use, they will help make things 
go more smootnly and help expand activities. The need for workers will increase. 
In using computers, we must determine which jobs require computers and which 


do not. Because our country has much manpower." 


The Use of Computers 


Dr Sisak said that, before computers are put into use, the suitability of 

this in various spheres msut be studied. In the technical sphere, it should be 
determined what capabilities the computers to be used have and how efficient 
they are. In the financial sphere, it must be determined how long the computers 
will have to be used before the money invested in them is recovered. And in 

the operations sphere, there is a period during which the operation of the 
computers is very complicated and difficult. A way of arranging the system 

so that it can be used conveniently must be found. 


Computer Problems In Our Country 


In the training sector, the establishment of computer curriculums does not 

have any problems with the government since the bureaus and ministries have 

given support to the private institutions in order to produce [computer] experts. 
Actually, the private colleges can procure computers more easily than the state 
universities can. In the private sector, when the college's board of directors 
gives its approval, computers can be purchased immediately. 
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As for the state universities, they must request permission from the computer 
committee of the Office [of State Universities]. And as the chairman of this 
committee, he [Dr Sisak] tries to process matters quickly every time. 


One problem involves taxes. The government has set a 45 percent tax on hardware 
that is imported. As for software, the import tax is 120 percent. This is 


very high. 


At the same time, in neighboring countries such as Hong Kong and Singapore, 
the governments have given support by not collecting taxes. And the Malaysian 
government has just cancelled the tax on such items. 


Our government should provide support by lowering the tax. Concerning this, 
it has been learned that the Industrial Association and the Association for 
the Compilation of Outcomes for National Development are asking the government 


to consider this matter. 


Anolther problem is that people at the administrative level do not really 
understand computers. These can be divided into two groups: 


The first group is composed of those who oppose the use of computers. The 
second group is composed of those who think that computers will replace people 


in all spheres. Both groups are wrong. 


Besides administrators, others who frequently use computers are accountants 
and engineers. 


Before Becoming a Computerized society 


As for the trend toward the computer playing an important role in Thailand, 
Dr Sisak said that our country should make greater use of computers in storing 
and compiling data and in managing agriculture, in the present production 


and marketing sectors. 


Seventy percent of the computers used in Thailand are used in the accounting 
sector. 


"Some secondary schools have seen the importance of computers and so they 
have started teaching computer courses in order to give the students a foundation 


in the field. 


As for his views on those who study computer science, "the students must love 
this field. They should be given a computer appitude test first. If they do 
not have an appitude for computers, they should not take such courses. Besides 
his, they must be hardworking since computer work is very hard. Sometimes 
poeple have to work all night in order to get the work done on time. However, 
many people enjoy the work as much as playing a game," said Dr Sisak. 
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It can be seen that it 1S urgent that we produce computer specialists in order 
to keep up with the growth of business and the new computer technology, which 
are continually developing with no end in sight in unison with the developments 


in electronics. 
For the economic growth of the nation, at a time when the state educational 


units cannot produce enough computer specialists, it is the private-sector 
units that are providing help in order to reach the goals.

SMUGGLING CASE SHOWS NEED TO PROTECT STATE PROPERTIES

[Text] Working on the basis of information supplied by the people, members 
of the economic police unit in the public security force of Ba Dinh Ward (in 
Hanoi) were following and investigating the acts of Ta Van Thuan and caught 
him red-handed as they seized in his home large quantities of smuggled goods 
valued at hundreds of thousands of dong, which did not include the money and 


goods he had left in many other places. 
Disguising Poverty and Hardship 


Although Thuan's home had all of the luxuries as in the homes of other big 
businessmen, he did not lead a showy life, nor did he make friends indiscrim- 
inately. He saw only those people who shared his smuggling activities. Every 
time somebody wanted to see him to borrow some money, he complained he 
was too poor to lend anyone money and uttered sarcastic words, '' This regime 
hardly allows anyone to have money, and doing business brings about only pov- 
erty.'' Many people who could easily trust others thought he was really going 
through hardships. But he was not. His business provided him with at least 
several thousands of dong of daily profit. His smuggling also involved con- 
nections with people living abroad. 


His mother, wife and two children did not have household registration in Hanoi. 
But he supported them with very high level of living conditions; his family very 
seldom ate dinners at home. Every evening he took his wife and children out 
to restaurants where he let them eat special dishes, and different dishes each 
day. In less than 2 years, he became extremely rich. And he was still 


dreaming of getting richer. 
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Ears, Eyes of People 


Although he had lots of money, he did not keep much money at home. He 
bought lots of smuggled goods. He did not keep them at home very long, ei- 
ther. The goods that he bought today would be solid ina day or two, just to 
avoid the authorities' attention. Buyer and seller met at different locations, 
discussed and talked about prices in advance. When they met again, they 
promptly ''as money is handed over, the soup is put in the bowl" and never 
spent much time together, for fear of being detected. He never did business 
with strangers, although he might know very well that the goods offered were 
of good quality and low prices, or of poorer quality and even lower prices. 
He set for himself a motto to follow, namely, ''if one eats little but frequent- 
ly, no matter how good the food may be, one will have an upset stomach one 
of these days.'' Although he was that cautious and guarded himself that care- 
fully, he still was caught. He was unable to avoid the ears and eyes of the 
real working people, the strength of the people's public security force, who 
deeply hate speculators and smugglers and those who do illegal business and 
undermine the socialist economy and are ready to assist the public security 
force in maintaining order, social security and market management. 


Observations 


In prison, Ta Van Thuan said he had spent much time and energy to buy and 
bribe a number of powerful cadres in high positions to get the state-owned 
goods and to use the state-owned means of transportation to carry the goods; 
he bought off airline staff members to maintain an open link and to send goods 
on a regular basis every week, The close associates who sold goods for him 
were Mai Huan, a pilot working the Hanoi-Ho Chi Minh City route, and stew- 
ardesses Dung and Trang. When large quantities of goods arrived, he used 
Tiep, a college 'lecturer.'' If the goods traveled by train, there was Thanh, 
an attendant on the Thong Nhat train, who helped him. 


Through this case, as well as many other cases of speculation and smuggling, 
we have found that most of the goods that are being in the possession of specu- 
lators and smugglers have been taken from materials storehouses of the state, 
organs, enterprises, work sites, state-operated stores, etc. Most of the 
goods that are in the free market and "' black market'' have been taken from the 
socialist state. Protection of the socialist storehouses, properties and mate- 
rials has been seriously neglected. Very many comrades in charge of sectors, 
localities, organs, factories, work sites and stores still remain very bureau- 
cratic, do not pay attention to this matter, or have failed to take strict man- 
agerial measures and to exert permanent control. To plug all the holes in all 
of the state storehouses, as well as on the goods transportation routes, must 
be a big job, an important one that needs to be actively carried out everywhere. 
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eo SS... 


The people and the real working people know very well the activities of the 
speculators, smugglers and illegal business people. No matter how tricky 
the latter may be, they cannot hide such activities from the people. The 
speculation and smuggling gang leaders in the big cities still remain free. 
The people in each subward, ward, neighborhood, alley and hamlet know well 
their activities and way of life. The question is whether the organs of the ad- 
ministration rely on the people and mobilize the power of the masses to im- 
pose firm punishment on them or not. Wherever and whenever there is the 
participation of the working people, party committee echelons and administra- 
tion echelons and force who remain incorruptible, the illegal activities of 
those gangs will always be quickly stopped. All railroad, river, sea, air and 
truck transportation sectors must reorganize management, uphold discipline 
and strengthen the education of their cadres and employees, along with taking 
care of the latter's living conditions. 





With the combined strength of the party, state and people, let us firmly fight

INTERIM MEKONG COMMITTEE SESSION ENDS

[Text] Hanoi, VNA, 15 Jan--The Interim Mekong Committee, composed of Laos, 
Vietnam and Thailand, is holding its 16th session in Vientiane. 


The session was opened yesterday by Sali Vongkhamsao, vice-chairman of the 
council of ministers of the Lao peoples Democratic Republic, and reports were 
made by the Thai, Lao and Vietnamese delegations and by a representative of 

the Economic and Social Commission for Asia and the Pacific (ESCAP). Speakers 
recalled activities of Laos, Vietnam, Tha‘land and conce~ned international 
organizations in surveying and exploiting the rivers basin in 1982 in promoting 


international cooperation. 


The Vietnamese head delegate, Dinh Gia Khanh, said that the survey and ex-- 
ploitation of the Mekong's basin was very important to regional economic 
development. It would help raise living standards in the riverine countries 
and in the defence of peace and stability in southeast Asia, he added. 

Vietnam, Dinh Gia Khanh went on, has always tried to make the Mekong, especial- 
ly its basin, which covers Laos, Thailand, Vietnam and Kampuchea, a river of 
friendship and cooperation in a peaceful, stable southeast Asia. 


The absence of the fourth riverine country has caused great difficulty in 
economic and technical surveys of the main stream, Dinh Gia Khanh pointed 
out. We hope that this abnormal situation will be remedied, and the people's 
Republic of Kampuchea will soon be given its legitimate place in the Mekong 


committee.

[Text] Hanoi, VNA, 14 January--An international working conference on recent 
advances in system modelling and optimization was held in Hanoi from 10-14 


January. 


More than 150 Vietnamese researchers and 20 scientists from the Soviet Union, 
the German Democratic Republic, Hungary, the United States, France, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, Canada, Australia and Thailand attended the conference. 


The conference was jointly sponsored by the Institute of Mathematics and the 
Institute of Cybernetics and Computing Technology under the Vietnam Institute 
of Sciences, in coordination with the International Federation for Information 


Processing (IFIP). 


The conference was prepared with the active collaboration of several prominent 
scientists such as academician A.A. Dorodnysin (USSR) Prof Pesche (GDR), N.

BUILDING, STRENGTHENING DISTRICT LEVEL IN BINH TRI THIEN

tee: '' Binh Tri Thien Builds and Strengthens the District Level" ] 


[Excerpt] Binh Tri Thien is a province that has a large area, many poten- 
tiai capabilities and many strengths in terms of land, forests, the sea, 


rivers, etc. 


The war left behind many serious aftermaths. The economic installations 
had been destroyed. Tens of thousands of hectares of land were full of bombs 
and mines and the enemy's old outposts. In addition, the ordinarily harsh 
climate and weather andthe frequent natural calamities made production and 


life more difficult. 


There was an obvious difference among the localities. In the northern dis- 
tricts (north of Vinh Linh), the district-level organizational machinery, 
though perfected, was only likened to the managerial organs doing intermedi- 
ary work in the way of administrative organs. Although the movement to es- 
tablish cooperatives had been launched over 20 years ago, production remain- 
ed a small-scale, self-supplied and self-sufficient one; the degree of division 
of labor was still low. In the southern districts, which have switched from 
war to peace, the district organizational machinery is generally weak and 
short of cadires. The transformation of the old production relationships and 
the building of the new socialist production relationships is being carried out. 


Initial Results 


Having recognized early the role of the district level, the Binh Tri Thien 
VCP Committee at the very beginning adopted many active policies and meas- 
ures to build and strengthen the district level. Back in 1981, the province 
was concentrating on using many cadres to lead its districts toward drawing 
up plans, with the work being done in a coordination among provincial-level 
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committees and sectors and under the leadership of the Standing Committee 
of the Provincial VCP Committee and the Standing Committee of the Provin- 
cial People's Committee. Drawing up plans was opening the long-closed 
doors leading to the province's potential capabilities. The results of this 
move helped Binh Tri Thien to know exactly its potentials and to determine 
more clearly its strengths in connection with such resources as land, forests, 
the sea, marshes and lagoons in each district. Also through these plans it 
was able to combine the data about the state of labor, the material and tech- 
nical base and economic development of each district. On that basis, its dis- 
tricts were to determine in a logical manner their own strengths and econom- 
ic structure. For instance, the four districts of Trieu Hai, Le Ninh, Huong 
Phu and Huong Dien accounted for 50.3 percent of the total area of grain crops 
in the province, with rice crops accounting for 55.2 percent and the total vol- 
ume of grain production 67.4 percent of the provincial figures. The average 
grain obligation in 5 years accounted for 66 percent, with Huong Dien District 
scoring the highest average -- nearly 9,000 tons per year. In the past, peo- 
ple had heard about the districts that served as experimental points, but many 
people did not know much about what they were actually. But through the 
planning stage, the districts were able to grasp positive matters, including 
the present and the future. From their combined plans, all districts in the 
province were able to determine the steps to be taken each year and to antici- 
pate the plans for several years. They were able to recommend large-scale 
measures; to calculate balances in connection with land, labor, materials and 
capital; and to step up further the agricultural production, with the focal point 
being to maintain by themselves a balance within the district in connection 
with grain, foods and the essential needs. Also on the basis of the results of 
planning, they had something to rely on to determine more clearly the scope 
of production in their own locality, to draw up programs and goals and to have 
economic and technical arguments to offer. On that basis, they were able to 
create favorable conditions for placing and rearranging labor, making short- 
and long-term plans and, using the latter as a basis, calculating the amount 
of money to be invested and economic effectiveness. 


To assume leadership over carrying out projects and plans was one of the mat- 
ters that drew special attention from the province as it was building up its dis- 
tricts and strengthening the district level. Asa result, while carrying them 
out, all districts and sectors understood that they had to cling to their projects 
and to concentrate on attaining the number-one goal -- to get grain, foods and 
jobs for the working people. In only 5 years (1976-1980) the province as a 
whole got 60,000 more hectares of cultivated land by opening new land, break- 
ing the soil, filling bomb craters and destroying bombs and mines. By know- 
ing to properly concentrate on water conservancy, to grow more summer- 
autumn crops and to step up the growing of subsidiary food crops, it increased 
the subsidiary food crops-growing area from 5, 500 (in 1976) to 93,000 hec- 
tares (in 1980), the volume of subsidiary food crop production from 93, 144 
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tons (in 1976) to 159,500 tons (in 1980) and the percentage of such crops from 
26.7 (in 1976) to 41.4 percent (in 1980). By properly combining such meas- 
ures as practicing intensive cultivation and increasing the percentage of new 
rice varieties, Binh Tri Thien raised the total grain production from 348, 000 
tons in 1976 to 380, 500 tons in 1980 and more than 420,000 tons in 1981. The 
rice crop yields as obtained by the districts were all greater than the ones 
obtained in the previous years. 


Following the planning stage, all districts in the province underwent new 
changes -- they developed the spirit of self-sufficiency and self-strengthening 
and creativity in accordance with the ''the state and the people work together" 
motto to build the material and technical base and to serve production, life 
and combat. The leading cadres from the provincial to the district level all 
were aware of this basic question: in regard to building and strengthening the 
district level they should not stop in the step of drawing up projects and plans 
and should never rely on and wait for investment by the state and assistance 
from the higher echelons. The basic idea behind building up districts was to 
carry out the system in which the working people in the districts were collec- 
tive owners and masters in political, economic and cultural matters, masters 
of the land and labor, as well as the organization of production and everyday 
life. That also meant the need to strive to develop self-sufficiency and self- 
strengthening among the cadres, party members and people in the districts 
and initiative and creativity at the district and primary levels in order to cre- 
ate new changes. In 5 years (1976-1980), according to incomplete statistics, 
the people in the districts contributed 84 million dong and 31.7 million man- 
days for the construction of 689 medium and small water conservancy works 
and the control of drought for 8,200 hectares, flood for 1,800 hectares and 
salinity for 9,000 hectares. The districts invested 4.5 million man-days in 
building 8,500 kilometers of rural roads and 36 brick-and-tile stores for the 
marketing cooperatives with 1.5 million dong of capital contributed by the peo 
ple. The people contributed 30 million dong for the construction of 2,200 
classrooms and 160,000 square meters of offices and libraries, and 5.5 mil- 
lion dong for the construction of village public health stations. To gradually 
turn the districts, particularly the coastal and highland ones, into combat for- 
tresses, the people contributed 3 million dong and more than | million man- 
days for the construction of combat fortifications. 





Tien Hai District became the typical unit that effectively used the people's 
working power to build dikes to contain the sand, to plant trees, to establish 
gardens, to improve the soil and to properly resolve the grain problem in the 
coastal areas. A Luoi District in the highlands launched an all-people move- 
ment to raise fish. So far nearly 90 percent of the families in A Luoi have 
ponds for fish raising. In addition to the districts that have made overall prog- 
ress, in recent years the number of districts that made progress in specific 
aspects was quite large. Generally speaking, at the beginning, almost all 
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districts in the province succeeded in properly organizing the material and 
spiritual way of living for the people in their localities. In spite of the fact 
that the economic order was disturbed during the war and by continual natural 
calamities and crop losses, thanks to the spirit of mutual help within and 
among the districts, the people's living conditions have so far been stable. 
What was worth mentioning was that the quantities of grain that the central ad- 
ministration supplied to the province each year were decreasing from 120,000 
tons down to 10,000 tons in 1981. 


Decentralizing in favor of districts was one of the matters that many localities 
were considering. 


From 1978 until now, the province has decentralized in favor of its districts 
92 production and business units, including tractor stations, machine enter- 
prises, materials agent corporations, pharmaceutical corporations, animal- 
raising and crop-growing stations and farms, etc. The decentralizing process 
also covered budgetary matters for all districts, cities and municipalities. It 
created favorable conditions for the districts to take initiative in drawing up 
projects and plans and organizing production and everyday life within their lo- 
calities. After the decentralization was achieved, the districts tried to move 
forward in order to manage and direct their affairs. In addition, with assist- 
ance from the sectors they were subordinate to, many production installations 
were able to develop their usefulness and for the first time obtained better 
economic results than before. Following the decentralizing process, the ma- 
terials corporations, vegetation protection stations and veterinary stations 
began to respond more closely to the needs of production installations. The 
pharmaceutical and movie corporations all made profit and thus helped to in- 
crease the sources of revenue for district budgets. As the local sources of 
raw materials were properly exploited, the annual production of drugs of the 
districts' production installations was equal to that of a medium-size central 
pharmaceutical enterprise. The Trieu Hai District Pharmaceutical Corpora- 
tion put into the district's budget 40,000 dong a year taken from its profits. 
The Linh Don Bricks-Manufacturing Enterprise in Ben Hai District, after be- 
ing handed over to the district, succeeded in ending its losses and began to 
make profit. The districts’ collecting and spending task for the first time was 
being carried out more strictly than before the decentralizing process was 
completed. The total collections for the district budgets were increased from 
19.5 million dong in 1979 to 28.5 and 132 million dong in 1980 and 1981, re- 
spectively. Those figures included the collections assigned by enterprises to 
districts, which increased from 3.2 million dong in 1979 to 13.5 million dong 


in 1981, 


Along with decentralizing in favor of districts, from the very beginning, the 
Provincial VCP and People's Committees were concentrating their energy on 
helping the districts to reorganize the cadres' machinery. What were the 
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measures to take to make the district-level machinery less cumbersome and 
at the same time to operate it most effectively? Reality proved that, in the 
past years, after their reorganization, many district committees and offices 
were Operating with good results, succeeded in limiting the number of in- 
direct-involvement situations, created favorable conditions for the districts 
to directly control the situation and to assume leadership over their work 

and built the foundation for moving toward lightening the size of staff. Many 
matters still had to be further studied and experience drawn from. However, 
a reality that was obvious in Binh Tri Thien in the recent years was the fact 
that the district level's leadership and guiding capacity showed another de- 
gree of maturity. The districts had a fuller concept of their own role and the 
view on self-sufficiency and self-strengthening; gradually overcame the un- 
varying, vague and hasty manner of leadership; knew how to calculate econom- 
ic results; and found a way to make their localities move forward. The divi- 
sion of functions and tasks among the districts' VCP committees, people's 
committees and people's mass organizations was determined more clearly. 

In the last 3 years, the districts were strengthened with a strong body of ca- 
dres -- 714 cadres of college and middle school background were sent to them. 
Seventy-five percent of the cadres who were chiefs and deputy chiefs of the 
districts' committees and offices were of college and middle school back- 
ground. In the district VCP committees, the percentage of cadres of level-3 
or higher cultural background increased from 21 percent in 1976 to 46 percent 
now. The percentage of cadres of middle and high theoretical capacity in- 
creased from 23 percent before to 51 percent now. The percentage of cadres 
of middle and high specialized and professional capacity increased from 32 
percent before to 40 percent now. 


Organizing the cadre machinery at district level, though not a truly strong un- 
dertaking yet, was a new change, both quantitative and qualitative change, 
within the ranks of cadres of Binh Tri Thien Province.

SRV-LAO COOPERATION COMMISSION--Hanoi, VNA, 18 Jan--The Vietnam-Laos Commission 
for Economic, Cultural, Scientific and Technical Cooperation opened its seventh 
session in Vientiane this afternoon.

HO CHI MINH CITY INCREASES FOOD PRODUCTION 
0W200013 Hanoi VNA in English 1536 GMT 19 Jan 83 


[Text] Hanoi, VNA, 19 Jan--Food output of Ho Chi Minh City in 1982 reached 
223,700 tonnes, 6.5 per cent more than planned and up by 12.83 per cent over 
1981. 


Through land reclamation, the peasants in the suburban districts have extended 
their cultivated area to 110,200 hectares, up by 7.34 per cent over the pre- 
vious year, of which 84,500 hectares have been put under food crops. More 
high-yield rice areas were built, bringing the total acreage to 14,900 hectares. 
Many production collectives harvested an average of six to seven tonnes per 
hectare in a crop. Thanh Loc village took the lead with 9.5 tonnes per 

hectare in the whole year. 


The increment of food output resulted from the application of new farming 
techniques, high-yield rice strains, intensive farming, and crop multiplication. 


The city's horticultural area has reached 13,100 hectares, yielding 220,700 
tonnes, up by 26.5 per cent over the previous year. Special attention was 
also given to growing short-term industrial plants including peanut, pineapple 
and sugarcane. Sugarcane production last year reached 134,300 tonnes, 22.8 
per cent more than the previous year while the pineapple and peanut areas 
reached 12,000 tonnes and 6,000 tonnes respectively. 


By the end of last year, the city had more than 200,000 pigs. Poultry raising 
has been developed with 2,923,000 chickens and ducks, up by 6/7 per cent over 
the previous year. Chicken rearing in the family sector has developed partic- 
ularly fast in the inner precincts. The cattle herd totalled 76,370 head, an 
increase of 9.8 per cent over 1981. 


The farm produce export program has been overfulfilled by more than 100 per 
cent. The city now has 421 production collectives and agricultural coopera- 


tives.

HO CHI MINH CITY CARRIES OUT LAND REGULATION 


Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 10 Nov 82 p 1 


[ VNA News Release: ''Ho Chi Minh City Wipes out Remnants of Feudal Ex- 
ploitation, Carries out Land Regulation" | 


[Text] Following the liberation of the South, Ho Chi Minh City has put thou- 
sands of hectares of land owned by the colonialists and landowners into pro- 
duction in state farms and new economic zones, confiscated nearly 3,270 hec- 
tares of land from landowners and rural bourgeois and urged those farmers 
who owned lots of land to offer 3,050 hectares of their land for distribution 
among more than 10,000 landless farmers. 


The city as a whole presently has 421 production collectives and 10 agricul- 
tural cooperatives, which account for 12.5 percent of the cultivated area and 
21.3 percent of the number of agricultural households, including 317 collec- 
tives and 9 cooperatives now adopting the form of product contracts with la- 
borers. The state farms have quickly done the job of opening new land, im- 
proving the soil and determining the crop cultivation and animal raising pat- 
terns to suit their climatic and land conditions. However, the city's inves- 
tigation and regulation of land has lately been extremely slow. The results of 
the socialist transformation of agriculture have been few. The city asa 
whole still has up to 80 percent of the cultivated area and over 70 percent of 
farmer households pursuing private production. It still has 3.3 percent of 
households being in the group of owning an average of 6,000 square meters 
per person and 7.3 percent of households owning 3, 300 square meters per per- 
son. In the meantime, 28 percent of farmer households do not own or own 
very little land. Many families still hire a lot of farmhands, practice usury, 
do business in machinery and rent draft animals, which adversely affects the 
movement to establish agricultural cooperatives. 





To absolutely wipe out the remnants of feudal exploitation and to properly car- 
ry out the land-regulating task to complete it by mid-1983, the Municipal VCP 
Committee Agriculture Department has sent cadres to the precincts and 
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districts to assist them in land surveys and investigation and to organize 
learning for key local cadres to thoroughly understand the land regulation po- 
sitions, policies, contents and method and to carry them out in conjunction 
with the movement to establish agricultural cooperatives. In addition to popu- 
larizing the experience in regulating land in An Phu Tay Village (Binh Chanh 
District), the precincts and districts have organized learning for farmers to 
understand the party and state positions and policies. As the result of this 
learning, 2 families of rich farmers and 13 families of middle farmers in 

Tan Hiep Village (Hoc Mon District) offered more than 15 hectares of land for 
distribution to the families having little or no land to till for collective produc- 


tion. 


The precincts close to the rural areas and the rural districts are conducting 
land investigation and surveys and carrying out measures to redistribute land 
in their localities.

EDITORIAL STRESSES IMPORTANCE OF WATER CONSERVANCY

[Text] Our country is now at the end of the rainy season and is about to enter 
the dry season, with the coastal provinces in Trung Bo having the end of the 
rainy season in late November. The question of having enough water for the 
winter-spring crops is being raised as an urgent one along with the beginning 
of the dry season and during the entire production season. How much the 
plan for cultivated area and intensive cultivation for increased yields is car- 
ried out depends first of all on our ability to resolve the water question. 


Ordinarily the weather in the winter-spring season is such that drought occurs 
at the beginning and in the middle of the season and flood at the end of the sea- 
son and at the beginning of the rainy season. The time the drought conditions 
are the most severe is when agriculture needs water the most to make the soil 
friable for transplanting the spring rice seedlings, at the end of January and 
in February; afterwards, water continues to be needed in sufficient quantity to 
feed the rice plants and the main-planting azolla. This is also the time of 
busy planting of many kinds of subsidiary food crops and short-term industrial 
crops, which need water and moisture. If the water problem is not resolved 
at this time, transplanting will be behind schedule, crop yields will be re- 
duced, or some land will have to be left uncultivated. 


The fact that the winter-spring crops were good in the last 3 consecutive years 
was because the localities and responsible sectors had been making great ef- 
forts to provide enough water for their crops, in spite of the droughts being 
quite serious in every season. The experiences of those localities that had 
fulfilled their plans by attaining the highest goals set for cultivated areas, 
yields and total volumes of production under the conditions of overcoming some 
real difficulties, mostly the droughts and lack of technical materials, should 
be thoroughly reviewed and extended in the winter-spring season this year. 
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In production plans, favorable conditions must be created for water conser- 
vancy to develop to the highest degree its function of being a leading technical 
measure, to open the way for other technical measures to show their effects 
and to ensure a total fulfillment of the goals set for areas and yields. The ef- 
forts to do water conservancy work in the winter-spring season must be aim- 
ed at effectively exploiting the existing works; paying attention to consolidat- 
ing and building additional medium-scale projects wherever conditions will 
permit; and especially expanding in all regions the small-scale projects be- 
ing suitable for various kinds of terrains, soild and crops. 


Water is a precious resource in agriculture. To have enough water for our 
crops during the entire drought-stricken winter-spring season, we must ex- 
ploit any source of water, even a single underground spring, and have plans 
for economical use of water, particularly where pumps and electric power 
must be used. To try to exploit many self-replenished water sources is an 
inexpensive way to get abundant water without a lot of manpower and to active- 
ly ensure watering and drainage. While water from rivers and streams at 
the present time is still abundant, we must store it in lakes, reservoirs and 
large and small ponds, but we should not overdo it lest we may cause flooding 
to the nearby ricefields. Pay attention to storing water in the areas that are 
usually seriously affected by drought because of a lack of the conditions for 
active watering. Have enough water in reservoirs at the specified levels and 
have plans for adjusting the water levels of lakes to ensure watering for the 
entire season. In the areas that are affected by tides, pay attention to taking 
advantage of the high tide to scoop up the fresh water and extend the areas in 
which watering is self-replenished. Consolidate and perfect the network of 
canals and ditches, with ricefield dividers being complete to facilitate the 
flow of water, to achieve watering and drainage in accordance with plans and 
to avoid waste of water. Watering is done on a priority basis, with the need 
for water of ricefields being considered, as follows: seedlings -producing 
field, azolla, high-yield ricefield, ricefield to be plowed quickly to accom- 
modate transplanting of seedlings. Determine at the beginning of the season 
the percentages of dry and wet plowing proportional to the capacity of water 
sources. Use various kinds of watering means and do not depend on pumps 
and electric power supply, which under present conditions are limited and 
usually unstable. Extend the use of manual watering tools, including the im- 
proved and rudimentary ones, which are positive ways of watering suitable 
for all localities. As for a number of flood-stricken areas in the Mekong Riv- 
er delta like An Giang, Dong Thap, parts of Hau Giang, Tien Giang and Cuu 
Long, where currently water recedes slowly, we must build embankments 
and canals to carry fresh water, actively filter and drain water and pump wa- 
ter for early transplanting of rice seedlings. The central provinces may en- 
counter early westerly winds, which lead to serious drought at the end of the 
season, and must take cautionary measures and get enough water for the two 
winter-spring and spring-autumn rice crops. 
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The technical policies and measures can be effectively carried out only under 
the conditions of improving and taking in advance the measures having to do 
with organization and management and with appropriate and effective policies 
aimed at vigorously encouraging the water conservancy movement. 


The agricultural irrigation management systems of the state and people in the 
villages, cooperatives and production collectives must be perfected and fur- 
ther consolidated. The position and responsibilities of the district irrigation 
stations and groups along with the primary-level irrigation teams and units 
have a very important significance and directly affect the crops in the fields. 
We must ensure a close combination between the state's and the people's man- 
agerial machineries. The irrigation teams and units must be truly the exten- 
sions of the district irrigation management organization. The district sta- 
tions and groups are responsible for providing the irrigation teams and units 
with professional guidance and leadership so as to allow them to fulfill their 
functions. The irrigation teams and units continue to serve as the hard core 
for the people and to guide them toward mastering the watering and drainage 
techniques and building simple works in the fields. 


The district administrations are responsible for directing irrigation work 
within their own districts, with the advice and help from the irrigation sta- 
tions. The districts are to mobilize forces of the sectors concerned to pro- 
vide assistance in accordance with the function of each sector and, along with 
the district and primary-level irrigation organizations, to develop a combined 
force that ensures highly effective watering and drainage. 


To extend end product contracts to labor groups and laborers is an important 
task that must be carried out and gradually improved in the overall efforts to 
improve the organization and management of agricultural irrigation. The 
state irrigation management echelons must gradually adopt the system of do- 
ing business with profit-and-loss accounting, along with the system of signing 
product contracts with cadres and workers. The primary-level irrigation 
teams and units assign each of their members a portion of ricefield to take 
care of; provide cooperative members with guidance for them to accept assign- 
ments in connection with watering and drainage and repairs of dividers, ca- 
nals and ditches; and organize them to jointly detect harmful insects, as well 


as any phenomena affecting production. 


A coordination of all sectors from central to local levels is a condition of de- 
cisive significance for agricultural irrigation work, particularly the sectors 
that are directly involved, such as agriculture, water conservancy, electric- 
ity, materials supply and meteorology and hydrography. 


The dry season is for water conservancy work, which is the masses' revolu- 
tionary undertaking. All localities and responsible sectors must mobilize the 
people in a strong movement to do this work so as to score a great victory 
for the winter-spring season.

RICE CULTIVATION, PIG RAISING INTERDEPENDENT

[Text] Hanoi, VNA, 16 January--The 4,000-year-old history of the Vietnamese 
people is, in economic terms, the history of agricultural production, mainly 
of rice cultivation. 


Rice planting was practised in very early times by the ancient Vietnamese. 

From Phong Chau, the capital of ancient Vietnam in the northern uplands, Viet 
tribes gradually descended to the marshy plains, farming the land by using 
first the slash-and-burn technique then bronze ploughshares. They settled 

step by step in the plains of the Red and Ma Rivers, expanding in the process 
their rice area and building economic bases for their villages and communes 
that were to from [as received] the Van Lang kingdom at the dawn of national 
history. Then with the swift progress in agricultural production and the tech- 
nique of wet-rice growing, with bronze implements replacing stone hoes, the 
habitat of the Viet tribes gradually extended farther and farther from the 


initial population centers. 


Wet-rice growing is the main characteristic of the civilisation of the Red 
River, the fii:st of the Vietnamese people. It created a firm material basis 
for the bronze culture, and its development was to accelerate the birth and 
development of succeeding cultures. 


Today, wet-rice continues to occupy the major part of our cultivated land from 
the north to the south. It remains the principal crop of Vietnam. It adapts 
well to the marshy lands and river plains, big and small, from the Red River 
Delta to the central plains and the vast plain of the Mekong. The main rice 
crop is grown in the wet season as it is in the whole of monsoon Asia. Rice 
lands extends from the mountain areas to the uplands and the coastal plains. 


Vietnam was one of the first regions in Asia to grow rice in the dry season. 

The summer rice crop, which is actually the dry season rice crop in Vietnam, 

has more than 2000 years of history. As early as the beginning of the Christian 
era, people began to plant two rice crops each year in the delta of the Red 
River, and even now this delta is among those with the highest proportion of 
double-cropped rice area in the world. But the problem is how to produce 

enough fertilizer to support two rice crops per year. As in most parts of 
southeast Asia people grow only one rice crop in ihe wet season and leave 

the fields idle in the dry season. 
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In the course of cime Vietnamese farmers have accumulated a wealth of experience 
in the production and use of fertilizer for rice plants, using the slime from 
ponds and river beds, letting ploughed fields dry in the sun, or growing azclla 
pinnata. In particular, animal manure was used at a very early date. To 
fertilize the ricefields with manure is indeed a characteristic of rice growing 
in the Red River Delta and in some plains in central Vietnam, unlike other rice- 
growing areas in southeast Asia, and the main source of manure is the pigsties. 


The rice plant and the pig have long been closely associated in the history of 
Vietnamese agriculture. The rice plant was introduced into the country from 
time immemorial, maybe as far back as the Hoa Binh culture, between 8,000-9,000 
years ago. There is no historical record as to when the pig was first bred 

in Vietnam but it must have been domesticated in very early times. 


The rice fields in the plains have their own way of creating a balance between 
crop cultivation and stock-breeding. 


While cattle are the draught force for rice growing, the fertilizer for the 

rice plants is mainly pig manure. Like cattle, the pig population is distribut- 
ed in close proportion to that of ricefields. In the Red River Delta, Thai Binh 
which has the highest percentage of ricefields in the total land area also has 
the largest pig population in North Vietnam (361 head per square kilometre), 
followed by Hai Hung, 209 head per square kilometre, compared with 6.8 and 19.7 
head respectively in Lai Chau and Ha Tuyen Provinces. 


The relationship between rice and the pig in the Red River Delta takes place in 
an [word indistinct] agriculture with low yields in both rice growing and pig 
raising. This relationship, however, has helped preserve and develop the double- 
cropped rice cultivation system all through the history of the exploitation of 
the Red River Delta and some other plains. In recent years, the pig population 
has also increased proportionately with the total output of rice. 


In the Mekong River Delta, especially in the biggest rice-growing areas, not 
only bran but grain itself is used in pig raising. Rice is not only the staple 
food of man but has also long been an important source of feed for animals. 
This explains the high density of pigs there. The balance between rice and pig 
is still preserved here but in a different way: the density of the pig popula- 
tion per square kilometre grows proportionately to the percentage of ricefields 


in the total land area. 


In the socialist relations of production, the former low-level balance between 
rice and the pig in North Vietnam has been taken to a higher level: during the 
resistance against U.S. aggression, the targets of 5 tons of paddy per hectare 
per year and two pigs per hectare of cultivated land (or 4 pigs per hectare on 
two-cropped fields) were achieved in most co-operatives in the northern delta. 
Together with a considerable amount of chemical fertilizer, manure from the 
raising of four pigs per hectare of cultivated land has provided the main 
supply of organic fertiliser for the ricefields in the drive for 5 tons of 
paddy per hectare per year. The growing rice output has also resulted in an 
increase in the pig population, in fact, the rice output of North Vietnam has 
doubled compared with the period before World War Two, and so has the number 


of pigs. 
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Of course, in the immediate future comparable quantities of nitrogenous fer- 
tilizer cannot be made available to all agricultural co-ops in the north nor 
to all rice-growing areas in the country. 


That is why the point is to strive to quickly increase the quantity of organic 
fertilizer, especially pigsty manure, along with the rational use of the still 
modest quantity of nitrogenous fertilizer available in the country at present. 


The policy of devoting 15 per cent of the cultivated land to stock-breeding 
is aimed at producing more meat and fertilizer while making the best use of 
the quantity of rice and area of land reserved for this end. 


The setting of quotas of meat and fertilizer to be delivered by co-op members 
suits the present material and technical conditions in Vietnam, allowing the 
fullest use of the auxiliary work force in each family while saving the co-op 


unnecessary expenditure.

FERTILIZER PLANT VISITED--Hanoi, VNA, 24 January--Premier Pham Van Dong has 
called for greater effort to increase the supply of chemical fertilizer. In 
a recent visit to the northern midland province of Vinh Phu, the premier 
called at the Lam Thao super-phosphate plant, a leading unit in the chemical 
industry for many years. Frem 1978 to 1980 the plant put into operation five 
more workshops. Last year it overfulfilled its quota by 12 percent. The 
director, Vu Xuan Nun, tole Premier Pham Van Dong that the plant was being 
extended to increase its annual output from 200,000 tonnes to 270,000 tonnes. 
The premier commended the plant for its achievements and gave instructions 
for all-out efforts to achieve the 400,000 tonne mark within a few years.
